SAUVEL GORT ON lived ſometime. at 
SS Phmouth, where his bebaviour was ſo turbu- 
-lent and offenſive both to the Magiſtrates 
and others, as they were neceſlicated to 
drive him out of their Jurifdition, From 
thence hee went to RoaJe- Iſlind, where hee 
began to raiſe ſedition, and to make a party 
againſt the Authority there z for which hee 

| was apprehended and-whipped,and fo ſent 
away. From thence (with ſome others whom hee had gathered 
co his part hee. removed to Providence, where Mr. Roger Williams 
then lived. Hee((with fome others) oppoſed his fitting down there 
83 a. Inhabicanc, onely ini regard of his preſent lilies, they ve 
way.torhis abode for a time. But being once houſed, hee ſoon 
drew fo greata party to him, as It was beyond the power of. Mr. 
William and bis party todrivethem out, orto rule them there; {o 
as both parties came armed into the field each againſt other, and had 
fought it out, had not Mr, #;lioms uſed meanes for pacification..

The Magiſtrates proceedings at Boſton in New-England,; 

| Hereupop many of the chiefe of Providence ſent meſſengers. with a 
Letter to the Governour and.Councell of. the Maſſachuſets, deſiring 
aide againſt Gorton and his company; but they were anſwered, that 
not being within our apa nr nor conſederation we had no 
groundto interpoſein their quarrells. Soone after ſome of thoſe 
men tendred themſelves and their lands to come under our Govern= 
ment,and werereceived. 

There live neere to Providence two ſmall Indian Sachims called 
Pumbam and Socamono:o, who though they are as free as the great 
Sacbim ot the Namobigganſet: Yet Myanionimo the then Sachim of 
ol Nanobiggmnſet(being a very proud and ſterne man) kept themin 
great awe. This poore Sacbim Pumbam had a large parcell of land 
neer Providence, very convenient tor plantation, which Gorton and 
his company (being now about 13, or 14.,) taking notice of, and 
fearing they ſhould nor be avle to keep their la where they 
were, dealt with A4yantonimo tor this parcell of land, promiſing him 
a good parcelt of Vampam for it, And becanle they knew that 
Pambam was the true owner of it, they dealt with him alſo, but he 

«refuſing to ſell it (for hee dwelt upon it, or very neare to it) they 
cauſed Mhantenimoto ſend for him, and having drawn a Writing 
purporting the ſale thereof for a certaine confideration to bee given 
to both of them, 14yantenimo figned it, and hee for feare of Myante> 
nimo (et his mark to it alſo, not knowing what it was, But when 
Gorton tendred him the conſideration for it, hee utterly refuſed ir, it 
being the Indians manner not to account any thing fold, till the 

party have received the thing it 1s ſold for, 
But upon this colourable ticle Gorton and his company enter 

on theland, and build ſome houſes, and withall much wrong the 
Indians with their cattle, and having Ayantoniny their friend, be- 
have themſelves very infolently toward the poor Indians, who (has 
vying no friendsor meanes to relieve themſelyes) came and tendred 
themſelves and their lands to the government of the Maſſachuſers, 
who [by order of the Conrt gave notice thereof to Myantonimo,and 
appointed him to come or {end ro the next Court at Boſton, to ſhew 
his title or intereſt (if hee had any ) to the ſaid Pantham and Socono- 
zoco or their lands. At thetime appointed hee came, and rg 
ded that they were his vaſſalls , but it appeared clearly both by a 
writing from Mr, /illiams , and che teſtimony of ſome other En- 
gliſh in thoſe parts, and of divers other Indians no way _— 
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againff Samuel Gorton and his Accomplices. 
them, that they were free Sachims ; ſo as Myentonimo having no» 
thing to reply,the Court received the two Indian Sachims with their 
ſubje&s and lands under the government and prorteftion of the 
Maſſschnſetr, and upon that writ to our neighbours of Providence, 
intimating che ſame to them, and advifing Gorton and his companye 
that if they had anyjulttitle to the lands they poſſeſſed, they d 
come, or ſend ſome for them to ſhew the ſame to the Court, and 
offered them ſafe conduft. This letter from the Court they cooke 
in great diſdaine, and returned ſcornfull and menacing anſwers by 
word of mouth, and a good time after they wrote a letter to the 
Court full of reproach and blaſphemies,not onely againſt the Ma- 
giſtrates,but againſt the Charches and Ordinances, as by the Copy 
thereof hereafter following will appeare. Notwithſtanding theſe 
provocations and daily wrongs offered to thoſe few Engliſh their 
neighbours ( who had formerly ſabmitted themſelves to our Go 
vernment) wee fate ſtill neare halfe a yeare, and before we attem- 
pted any thirig againſt them, wee adviſed with the Commiſſioners of 
the united Colonies , who (upon teſtimony of their infolens and 
injurious courſes, and peruſall of the letter they ſeat tous left them 
to us to proceed according to Juſtice, Whereupon the Court ſent 
againe to them by cwo of their members, who carryed letters w 
require and perſwade them to come and giveſatisfa&ion,) and a ſafe 
Condu&wirtall ; but rhey entertained thoſe Meſſengers as they 
had done the former, threatening to whip one, whom they tooke 
along with them; and ſent us word, that if wee had any thing to 
ſay to them, wee ſhould come to them, and wee ſhould have jultice 
there, and that if wee came with force, they would meet us half the 
way. Our meſſengers returning with theſe ſcornfull anſwers, the 
Court reſolved to ſend ſome force to fetch them in; and in the 
mean time there came a ſecond letter from them; (the Copy whereof 
is hereafter alſo ſet downe) but before wee ſent forth our ſouldiers, 
wee wrote to them to thiseffe& : Yiz, Thatalthough the injuries 
and provocations wee had indured from them were very grievous, 
yet that our Juſtice and moderation might appeare to all men , wee 
had condeſcended fo farre to their owne propolition, as wee would 
ſend ſome Commiſſioners tothem, to heare their anſwers and alle« 
gations, and if thereupon they would give us ſuch fatisfationas 
ſhould bee jult, wee would leave them in peace; if otherwiſe, wee 
woultrightour ſelves by force of ——_ And IRE” =: 
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that wee would fend a ſufficient guard with our Commiſſioners; for 
ſeing they would not eaſt then-{.lves with us upon (cur fafe con- 
duct, wee had no reaſon to trultany ot ours with the upon their 
bare curtelie. Accordingly about a week after wee ſent three Com- 
miſioners, and 40 Muſqueteers with them , with. inſtruQtions, firft 
to ſpeak and create with thery, atd ta require {atisfaRtion accarding 
to Juſtice, and if it weredenyed, thento take them- by force, and 
bring them priſoners to Byfton; and totake withall ſo much ot their 
ſubſtance as ſhould ſatisfie our charge?» By the way as they went 
they met with another letrer from chem, letting them know , that 
they feared them nor, bur were prepared for them : And according» 
ly they had fortified themſelves in one houſe ( ſome 12 of them) 
and had lincd the walls with earth (Vlusket proofe) and had made 
Flanckers, and provided vicualls, &c. to indu:e a l{iege. So. that 
whenour Commiſſi-ners came tothe place , they would admit no 
arly. But aftera wile, by the mediation of ſome or their neigh- 
ho they were content to parley, and offered to referre-the cauſe 
to Arbitrators,ſo as ſome of them! might bee of Providence, or of 
Roade I{land. Our Commillioners were content to ſend tous 
to know our minds about ir, and in the meane time fate till. Such 
of the Colirtas could meet, returned anſwer that their Propoltion 
was neither ſeaſonable nor reaſonable, nor could ir hee ſafe or ho- 
nourable-for us to accept! thereof : 1 Becauſe they-woulgd never 
offer nor hearken taany termes. of agreement before our ſgutdiers 
bad them-in their power. 2 Becauſc the ground of their Pr 
fition was falſe, for wee were not parties ( as they pretended ) but 
cquall Judges between the Indians and others who were complai- 
nants, and themſelves, (and yet in a caſe of warre, parties may bee 
Judges,) - 3 They were no State, or Body politique, but a few 
fugitives living without Law or Government, and ſo not honoura» 
ble for us to joyne with them in ſuch a way of reference. 4 The 
parties whom they would.referre it unto, were {ſuch as had been re- 
jeRed by us, and al} the Governments in the Country, and ſo nog 
likely to beeequallto us, norable to judge of the cauſe: and their 
blaſphemous and reproachfull writings, &c. were not matters fi 
to beecompoſed by Arbi:rement, ( being deeply criminall ): but ei- 
therto bee purged away by repentanceand publique fatisfation, or 
el by publique pyoiſkment. _For:theſe and; other reaſons, the 
OM swete required to proeced according ta their ine.

d by.ſawe of the Magiſtrates 
that it appertained to the Elders to arder the affairs of the Church, 
* bur they mighe prefuppoſle they ſhould not bee denyed ſuckliderty, 
ſpeaking words of truth and lybernefſe. Svin the afternoon. they 
came, and were placed in a convenierit ſeate before the Eldacs.. 
Mr. Cattgn the Teacher taught then (iv his.ordibary.courſe }; gue of 
Air 19. of Demetrius ſpeech for Diana ber ſilver (kxine. After Ser+ 
mon Gortondefired leave to ſpeake, which being granted, hee tooke 
occafion from the Sermen to fpeake to this fre 3 Thar inthe 
Church now there was nothing but Chri& , -ſo that. all our Ordi- 
nances, Miniſters, and Sacraments, &c, were but; mens inventions, 
for ſhew and Popp,ang no other then thoſe filyer ſbrines af D iava« 
He ſaid atfo,that if Chrilt lives eternally, then he dicd eternally,and 
other ſpeeches of like kinde. Arid indeed it appeareth both by his 
ſpeeches and lettere, that it was bis opinion, that Chriſt was incar- 
nate in Ad.m, and was that image of God, wherein Adane was crea 
ted ; and that the chiefe worke and meritlay in-his Izenitian, when 
he became ſuch a thing, ſo meane, &c. and that his being borne 
after of the Virgin Mary, and ag pu, ty was buta manifeſtation 
of his ſuffering, &c. in Adam. Another of them ſaid that the Sab- 
bath was Chriit, and fo was borne of the Virgin Mary, They cal- 
led Magiſtracy among Chriſtians an Idol yet they did acknow- 
ledge a Magiltracy in the world te bee ſubjefted to as an Ordinance 
of God, but onely as natural}; as thefather over his wife andchil- 
dren, and an hereditary Prince oyer hisfybje&s. 

Their kit appearance before the Court was upon the LeQture day 
at Boſton, before a very great Aﬀembly , where. ff the Governovr : 
declared the cauſeand manner of all the ings againſt them, 
and their Fetters were openly read, and they had liberty to objet, 
and anfwers were given, asfolloweth-: 
' ' Firſt, totheie plea, That they were not within: our Juriſdictions 
itwas anſwered : t If they were not within cars, yet, they were 
within the Juriſdiction of one of our - who wa" 
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red themrto us.,”-2 If they were within no Juriſdi&ion, 'then was 
there none g6 complaine tofor redrefſe of our injuries in way of 
ordinary Juſtice, and then we had no way of relief but by force of 


Armes, 
Secondly, to their plea Of perſecution for their Conſcience, &5, Tr 
was re that rh. did not le wich them for their opini= 
ons, otherwiſe then they bad given us occaſion, by their owne Let- 
ters and free ſpeeches amongſtus, for wee wrote to them about ci- 
vill Controverſies'onefy, and gave them no occaſion to vent their 
wn 1 a and revilings againſtche Ordinances of Religion ſet up 
with us. 


Thirdly, for their title to the Indians lands : wee had divers 
times defired them to make it ap z but they alwayes refuſed, 
even to our Commiſſieners , whom (according to their owne 
motion ) wee ſent laſt to them: and fince they were in priſan, 
wee offered them to ſend for any witneſſes they would name 
to us for that 'end', but this alſo they refuſed, So that our 
title ( by the Indians ſurrender) appeareth good, 'and having 
regained poſſeffion , we need not queltion them any furtherabour 
taac. 

Their Letters being read and their Subſcriptions acknowledged, 
they were demanded ſeverally if they would maintaine thoſe things 
which were contained therein, Their anſwer was, that they auE , 
in thatſenſethey wrote them, and ſo were returned to priſon. The 
next day they were brought before the Court ſeverally to be exa- 
mined upon particulars, ( many of the Elders being deſized to bee 
preſent) becauſe they had ſaid they conld give a good inuterpretati- 
on of every part of their Letters. Buc the interpretation they gave 
being contrary to the words, they were demanded if they would 
then retra&rhoſe words, ſo plainely different from their pretended 
meanings. But this they refuſed to doe, ſaying, that-then they 
ſhould deny the Truth, for inſtance in one or two. Their Let- 
ters were dire&ted, one of them, T o their Neighbours of the Maſſachus- 
ſets: and the other, To the great honored 14oll General of the Maſſs- 
cbuſets, and by a meſſenger of their owne delivered to our Govere 
nour, and many paſſages in both Letters particularly applyed-to 
our Courts, our Magiſtrates, our Elders, &c. and yet upan their 
examinations abouttheir meanings in their reproachfull paſlages, 
they anſwered that they meant them, of the corrupt eſtate of _ 

: | & 
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kinde in generall, and not of us. So, whereas in their Letter they 
charged it upon us, as an errour that we teach, That Chriſt djed 
Alually onely, when he ſuffered under Pontixe Pilate ; and L 
onely in Types, &c, upon their examination they ſaid, that their 
meaning was, that his death was aQuall to the faith of the Fathers 
under the Law, (which is in cffe&'the fame which we hold:) Yer 
they would not retra& their words they had written, - The Elders 
conferred many houres with them beforethe Court, and by occa- 
fion thefeot they diſcovered divers blaſphemous opinions, which 
they maintained, we will inſtance age which was mentioned before, 
delivered by Gort-n, viz. that the Imageof God wherein Adam was 
created, was Chriſt; and Adams looking that Image was the death 
of Chrilt, and the reltoring of that Image in-the Regeneration, was 
thereſurreftion of Chriit ; and fo the death of him that was borne 
of the Virgin A2ry was but a manifeſtation of the former. Maſter 
William T ompſon one of the Elders had fpent ſome time with them 
before in the priſon about the opinions which they held forth, and 
they had profeſſed their agreement wich him (tor ſubſtance)in eve- 
ry point,{o as he carue to the Court with a purpoſe to ſpeak in their 
behalf, but when he heard themſelves diſcover thus upon their pub- 
lique examinations, he ſhewed how he had-beene deluded by them. 
For they excell the Feſniter inthe art of equivocation, and regard 
not how falſethey ſpeake, to all other mens apprehenfions, ſo they 
keepe to the rules ot their owne ſecret intentions. Beingasked why 
they ſpakeagainſt the Ordinances of the Miniſtery, Sacraments,%c. 
ſecing the Scriprure allowes them? They anſwered that they were 
ordained onely forthe time of Nonage, but after the Revelation 
was written, they were to ceaſe, becauſe we finde nomention of 
them in that booke, 

They were unlearned men, the ableſt of them could not write 
erue engliſh, no not in common words, yetthey would cake upon 
them to interpret the moſt difticalt places of Scripture, and wreſt 
themany way to ſerve their owne rurne. As for.inſtance, Mr, Cot= 
20k preſſing Gorton with that in AZ.10, Who can forbid water,why 
theſe ſhould not be baptiſed, &c. He interpreted thus, who can de- 
ny buttheſec have beene bapriſcd, { eing they have received the Holy 
Ghoft, 8&c. {o he allowed them to have beene baptiſed. This thifc 
he was pur to, that he might maintaine/his opinion, viz; that ſuch 
as have baptized with the Holy Ghoſt, necd nor hebepuliny

of water. Divers dayes were ſpent. both bythe Coturt and the El- 
dervin.labouring to bring chem to but all in vaine. They 
continued abſtinate.  Whereupon they agreed to ſentence them, 
but firſt they breught them in publique before. a Aſſembly, 
and there {our of their Letters and Speeches) they laid upon them 
thischarge, viz. they were found to be blaſphemous enetnicyof the 
true Religion of our Lord Jeſus Chrift, aud of all his holy Ordi- 
nances,and likewiſe of all Civill Government among his people, and 
particularly within this jurisdiftion, Then they were demanded, 
if they did acknowledge this charge to be juſt, and would ſubmit 
to it, or what exception they had againſt it? They anſwered, they 
didnot acknowledgeitto be juſt, bat they fell into: fome cavilling 
ſpeeches, ſothey were 'retarned unto priſon againe. Beiogin pri- 
ſon they behaved themſelves infolently ar their keeper, and 
_ evil of the Magiftrates, ſo as the keeper was forced to threaten 
with Irons, to keepe them quier. 

Afeer al meanies uſed coreclaime them, and noe preyailing, they 
were brought befere the Court to receive their ſenterice, which was 
this, Gortowand {ix more of them, were to be ſent to ſeveral! rownes, 
there to bee kept to worke for their livings, and to weare an Iron 
chaine upon one leg, and -not to depart the limits of the Towne, 
norby word of writing tomaintaine any of their blaſphemous or 
wickedeftoursupon paine of death, except in conference with any 
ofthe Elders; orany other allowed by ſome Magiſtrateto conferre 
with them; and this to continue during the pleaſure of the Caurr. 
Three 6f the Company (becaaſe they had not their hands to the 
Letrers) were {erat libettic, wwo of chem upona ſmall ranſome as 
priſoners take in warre; andthe other, freely; for: that he was a- 
mongſt them in his Maſters houſe, where they weretaken;' a fowth 
being found to be a plaine'ignorant young man was diſcharged al- 
fo, onely enjoyned to abide atime in oneof our Townes, but hce 
wentaway and returned no'more, contraryto kis promiſe. There 
were two ether whowerebroughtinafter; (but»not by force) the 
one of them diſthaiming to haveany hand in the Letters, wasdi(- 
charged preſently; the other was kept awhile inprifon;'and' after 
upon his ſubtiſion 8c; was releaſed, © © - * M2: 4% 7 
' Gorton and the other'fix remained in theſeverall Downes all that 
Winter; -and ym as their wives and childcen (who-were 
liketobe much iſt their husbands abſence) they were-ſet 
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liberty, and baniſhed upon paineof death if they were found in 4 
ay of our juriſdiction, ER IP 
frer the Court bad paſſed ape ry thera for their confine- 


ment, we ſent to fetch ſo many of their Carfle, as might defray the

charges they bad put us to, which amounted to about one hundred 
and zxty pounds, but the Cattle came not to ſo much, for. we left 
every of them a partforthe ſupport of their families, and ſome of 
them had no Cattle atall,

VV Hereas we lately received an irregular note, profeſſing its 
forme from the Maſſuchuſets, with four mens names 
ſubſcribed thereunco, as principall authors of ir, of the chiefe a- 
mongit youz We could not ealily give credit tothe truth thereof, 
not onely becauſe the conveyers of it unto us, areknowne to bee 
men, whoſe conſtant and profeſſed ats are worſe, then the coun- 
cerfeiting of mens hands ; bat alſo, becauſe we thought that-men 
of your parts and profeſſion, would never have proſtrated their wil- 
dome to ſuch an aft, But conlidering that cauſlefle enmity you 
haveagainit us; the proofe wherof, every occafion brings torth; 
Wee cannot but conclude,that no a (o ill which that ancient mo- 
ther will not bring forth her ſeed unto. For wee know very well, 
that it is the nameof Chriſt called upon us, which you. ſtrive a- 
gainſt; Thenceir isthat you tand ontip»toe,to ſtretchyoar (elves be- 
ond your bounds; to ſeckeoccafion againſt us; (So )as you mighe 
hide yourfinne with dem, bearing the world in hand; -it is not 
your delire to contend with us 3 But ſome civill breach in our cour- 
ſes, which you onely ſecke toredreſſe, Whereas neither you, .nor 
any (in way of truth) can finde wherewith, to bring us un» 
der the Cenſure of a diſorderly courſe of walking antongſt 
men : Andas for the way of that ancient ſpirit of accuſation of 
thebrethren, we weigh it not, knowing him to be alyer,(orin the 


abſtra&, a lye)) from the beginning, yea and the father of it alſoy 


- which thing youcannot know, it were told unto you, 
. Whereas you ſay, Robert Cole, William Arnau/d with others, have 
pupthemlſelves 
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The firft letter of Samuel Gorton and his Accomplices, 
riſdiaion, which is the occafion you bave now gotto contend ; we 
wiſh your words were verified , that they were not elſewhere tobe 
| ingbur the ſhame of Religion, Difquict,and Di- 
ſturbance of the place where they are.For;ue know neither the one 


nor the other, with all their affociates and Contederates, have po- 


wer to enlarge the bounds,by Kinge Cbarler limited onto you. 

Behold therfore in this youraft, a Mapot your fpiricuall e- 
ſtate, (roulſe your owne phraſe) for we know that the Spirituality 
of your Churches, is the Civility of your Commonweale, and the 
Civility of your Comonwealth, is theſpirituality of your Chur- 
ches,the wiſdome of man,being the whole accompliſhment of them 
both ; of which Tree, youdelight dayly te cate( fioding it faire and 
beautifull ) co gaine Conformity with your maker. Jn thefe 
your Diſſembling ſubjefs ; grosſly profane among(t us, bue full 
of the ſpirit of your purity, when they are with you, you mayre- 
member the brand your ſelves have (ſet upon ſome of them,the Cauſe 
wherof was never yet removed, though it abide not upon their 
backe; Nor yet the Cauſe of your Commitment of them unto S2- 
than according unto your Law, for if that were removed, you 
ſhould doe them wrong, in not reſuming your vomit int its for= 
mer Concofionagaine, Nor are we ignorant of thoſediſgracefull 
rearmes they uſe, and give. out againſt you, behind yonr backes, 
their ſubmiſſion therfore can bee to no other end, butto ſatisfic 
their owne luſts, not onely conceived, bat in violent motion, a- 
gainſt their Neighbours, who never offered the leaſt wrong unto 
them, only the propoſition of Amity, is obje& ſufficient, for theſe 
mensenmitie. 

Even ſo the paſſions of fin, which are by the Law, having force 
in your Members ; you going about with great labour and in- 
duſtry to ſatisfiethem by your ſubmiſſion unto the word of God, 
in your Faſting, and fealting, in Contributing, and treafuring, in 
retirednefſe for Study, and bowing of the backes of the poore, go- 


* irgfortb-in labour to maintaine it, andin the ſpirit ofthathireling, 


'raifing 'up, your whole firaQture and edifice, in all which you 
bring forth nothing but fruitunto death,ſome labouring for a 

=to give for the keeping of their ſoules,; in peace and ſafe eftate and 
Condition,and ſome to have their bodies furniſhed with riches,ho- 
mourand cafe, and further thenthe Lord Jeſus agrees with theſe, 
youtnind him not, nay you renounce and refeRt him, my 
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to the Magiſtrates of Boſton in New-England, 
rheſe ( according to your Acceptation and praftice) he holdes no 
Correſpondency at all, being the Conſultation and operation ' of 
that his o1ely adverſarie, man being that which you depend up- 
p>n,and not theLord, Crying ot in way of Elevation, and ap- 
Luding his miniſters, when in the meane time,you know not what, 
nor who they are, profeſſing them under a mediate Call ' of Chrilt, 
though formerly, they have beene Called immediately by him, her- 
by ſhowing your ſelves to be thoſe, that deſtroy the Sacred ordi- 
nance of God : For if you make Chriſt to be that to day, in ftate- 
ing his miniſters, which he was not yeſterday, and that in the 
tynAdf the Goſpell alſo, (to ſpeake acording to your Law) to be 
found in them both, yo1 therin affirm, that he hath beene that to 
his miniſters, which now he is not, and to make the Son of God to 
have beene that which now he is not, is to make a Nullitie of 
him, not to be at all, for he is the Lord that changeth not, no not 
a ſhadow therof is found in him, ſo that you plainely Crucifie un- 
to your ſelves, the Lord of glory, and put him to an open ſhamey- 
So that as you know not, how Chriſt, converfing with his 
father in heaven, is found on the earth, amongſt the trae wor- 
ſhippers, no more do you know, how in his converſing with Ni- 
codemws On the earth, he concludes himſelfe to bein heaven, with 
his father. On-this foundation hatgeth the whole building of 
your Dorine, concerning the ſufferings of Chriſt, you Annihilate 
the Croſs, then the which, the Saints have no other Conſolation :

never ſo falſe: evenfo,in your dealings with men, in way of your 
Jewiſh brotherhood, your Jaw is all for mercie, to Redreſs, reform, 
and for preſervation, both of foule and bodie; Do but enter into 
' the Common hall,and then;as ?y/at asked(an 1 a Jew?) fo do you,

But your houre, and the power of Darknefſe, is known what ic

and holineſſe maintained and upheld in the world, in pointoffal- 
vation by Chriſt, then are your wayes wicked, and to bee abhorred; 
for in your profeſſed Courſe, you are-they, by whom theſe are 
{laine, and puc to Death, and all your glory is to keepe their 
Corpes unburi:d in your ſtreetes, andyet you know not what you 
aredoing, no more then you know what theſe witneſſes are , whom 
youare altogether nap of, for your Libraries never ſaw them, 
and you fee not but by their eyes, for theſe aretwoyand never more, 


nor yet lefſe, yea ever the ſame, they are olive trees, elſe no witneſles, 
andalſo Candlelticks, elſe both the former faile, yea, arenot at all. 
Wee maſt tell you what theſe are, elſewee cannot declare how you 
kill them, tor it is not our intent pow we the houſe ofthe 
treaſures, the falver and the gold, the PORES precious 
- Oyntment , KN aa bane you take all ar. 
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execrable, and pur all to a profane uſe that commeth from us ; bur 
theſe two witneſſes are the lite and death of our Lord Jeius; or, in 
the true language of beaven alſo, the ſtrength and the weakneſſe of 
Chriſt, for hee was crucified through neſfe, bur hee liveth by 
the powerofGod: this isthe word of the Lord in Zernbbabel, Not 
by an army, nor by power, and fo deprives him of all ſtrength, but 
by aſpicic, that the greateſt mountaine, or loftieſt hill in the world 
cannot ſtand before, but becomes a plaine, which with facility and 
eaſe heepaſſeth upon , thence it is that hee doth not onely lay the 
topor the head itone of all, butalſothe loweſt in the foundation, 
and then onely is the voice of ſhouting. heard, Grace, grace in the 
houſe for ever, and thendoth theday of ſmall things become the 
day of joy and triumph, yea, of parting therich ſpoils and prey 
of all the world,for then hee that doth butturn and1; fr up his eyes 
he canner looke belides that great flying book of the Curſe that is 
gone forth over-the wholeearth. - 

Withcut theſe two witneſſes jointlyuttering themſelves in every 
particular Scripture undertaken to bee divulged by any, no evidence 
nor teſtimony of God is given, or brought in atall, but a meere re- 
fage of lies for the ſoules of men to betake themſelves unto , with- 
out theſerwo pipes of the olive trees emptying themſelves into the 
bowle of the candleſticks , no un&ion nor oyle atall is foundin 
them, and that being wanting, the light of the SanRuary is gone

it is our wiſdome ones unto you for light, wee never come a= 
mong(t you but ſee our (elves in « regitnent of groſſe and palpable 
darkneffe, and diſcern you very plainly, how you ſcrabble upon the 
wallto finde the doote of Lorhouſe,andeannor. Asalſo how you 
toil your ſelves to climbe ap into the fheep-fold, anther, yea, fo 
many other wayes, and have nofight nor diſcerning of us the Door, 
at all, by the which whoſbever -exitereth, becomes a true feeder 

ef the flock of God; yea; hone <nteterh in therear, burthe true 
Shepheard kimſdf£, - - _—. | 
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Mot impious it /s to put co death twoſuch Noble wit that 
have power to ſhut heaven, that it raine notinthedayes of theie 
prophecying; to turne the waters intobloud,and to ſmitethe earth 
Pick all manner of plagues as oft as they wil, whom that ſpirit that 
is amongſt you kills on this wiſe, thelite or power of the ſonnevt 
God, as = which is infinite , not, admitting of. circtum{cri- 
ption or containment, for the heaven. of heavens cannot containe 
him, yet have you nocdarcd tograſpe andinviron that power inthe 
heayens , and therefore have reſolved and concluded that hee onely 
rules upon the earth in cheſe dayes by his Deputies , Lievtenants, 
and Yicegerents, whereby you limir, and ſo dettroy the: holy One 
of Iſrael; for give himthat in one time, or place,. which afterwards, 
or elſewbere you deny him, and you make a nullicy of him uato- 
your ſelves, and in (o doing, you kill chat other witnelle, namely, 
the death or weakneſſe of the Lord Jeſas: for you muſt have man

came, and on which ic teeds.. Norcan you ſend your preſents one 
£2 another of your ats of Juſtice, power toproteR, wealch, ho- 
nour, and friends wherewith you gratifie each other; and where 
theſe are thus ſhine, and their corps lie in open view , none of the 
gentiles, peoples, tongues, and kindreds ſuffering their carkafſes to

it, and yet goe on, in ſuch praQtices as you doe, maintaining them 
as your onely glory. Our Lord gives you incharge not to ſweare 
at all, but it is your dignity to bring men to your ſeates of Juſtice 
with nothing bur oathes in their mouthes, why doe you not bal- 
lance the ſcriptures in this point? viz. 

It hath beene ſaid of old, Thou ſhalt not commice adultery, but 

I ayuntoyon, heethat looketh on a woman to luſt after her, hath 
committed adultery with her in his heart already : ſo alfo it hath 
beene ſayd of old, Thou ſhaltnot forſweare thy (elf, but I ſay unto 
you, ſweare not at all: ſo that if itbe adulterie, tolooke to luſt, it 
isalſo forſwearing a mans ſelf,to ſweareat all;if the one be adultery, 
the other js perjury, if one be admitted in ſomecaſes,the other allo, 
fo that in preaching the toleration, nay the duty of an oath, you 
preach the toleration, yea the duty of adulterie it ſelf, So that our 
Lord plainly evinceth unto all mens conſciences,not onely the guilt 
but the folly and madnefſe of the oath of man, (hewing how farre 
it is, either from inveſting into place, or demonſtrating Cauſes, (o 
that hee that concludeth npon honour, and power, received from 
the oath of man, or upon knowledge and bouldneſs, to judge in 
acauſe, from that reſtimony without the which he could not bave 
ir, is as vaine in his thoughts, as if hee ſhould herupon conclude, I 
have now altered the frame of heaven, which is no leſs ſtable then 
the throne of the great God , or demoliſhed the earth, which is as 
firme as his foot-ſtoole for ever, or made a frafion inthe orders of

the ſame, what hands ſoever it cometh into for manifeſtation: mea« 
ſure your kingdome whether ir bee eternall, and your Juriſdiion 
whether ir bee illiniited, for he hath given (him) the heathen for 
| his inheritance, the utmoſt parts of the earth for his poſſeſſion, and 
a kingdome of lefſe extent hee profefſeth not, nor can hee approve 
or acknowledge any that doe, no more then lightcan approve of 
darkenefſe, or the Lord Fehovab of the Lord Baa!. 

Bee wile therefore, and bethinke your ſelves while it is called to 
day, harden not your hearts, as though you would make your 
ſelves Meriba, nothing but ſtrife and contention againſt the Lord, 
rather kiſſe the ſonne (if it bee poſbble) leſt his wrath bee kindled 
and yon periſh from the way for ever, O bleſſed onelythey, that 
hope in him. : E 

So that hee which profeſſeth on this wiſe , it is yea, Tama 
ſtour, but it was nay, at ſuch a time I was none, hee renounceth that 
ſpiric of the true paltour, yet onely feeder of Iſrael, profeſſing one! 
that ſpirit that puſbeth the weake wich the horne, and rudlerh 
with his feet the waters where the flocke ofGod ſhould drinke. Hee 
with whom it is yea, Iam a Ruler, but it was nay when I was none 
at all, renounceth that ſpirit of him that rules in righteouſnefſe, pro- 
feſſing rhe ſpirit of him that rates according to the god of this 
world, that Prince of the power of the Aire, whois now worki 
ſo effeftually in the children of diſobedience. So alſo hee wit 
whomitis yea, I am a Captaine, or chiefe {laughter-man,but it was 
nay, time was | was none at all,renounceth that viorie and ſhugh- 
ter made by the Captaine and Higheprielt of our profeflion, (who 
as hee is a Lambe flaine from the beginning, his vioryand Waugh- 
ter mult bee of the ſame antiquity,  profeſſing bimſelfeto bee a 
chiefe flaughcer-man, or ſupertinone Giane, made in that hoaſt of 
the Philiſtims, ſtanding in readinefſe to come out, to defie the hoalt 
of theliving God? yea, it is evident, that whatſoever is more then 
yea,yea,and nay,nay,not ſettlingeach _ itsBaſe,whereon it rar 
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deth for evzr without controule, but can remove, create,or maks 
- void offices andofficers at their pleaſure, iz of that evill, or not of 
Teſts, the ſalvation of his people, but of Shedim that walter and de- 
ſroyer of mankinde for ever: know therefore that it is the oath of 

which confirmes and makes good his Covenant and promile 
anto a thouſand generations: and it is the oath of man, which is 
the bond and obligation of that league and agreement made wich 
death and hell forever; bee yee aſſured ic js not the -rabernacſe 
of witnes which you have amongſt you, brought in by Jeſus into the 
poſſeſſion of the Gentiles, bur itis Szccxth your King, or the raber- 
nacle of Moleck, the ſtarre of your God Remphan, figures which 
ou have madeunto your ſelves, which you have taken up, and are 
ring (o (toutly upon your ſhoulders. Now to tell you what an 
oath according to Godis, that the ſcriptures aredelivered upon 
no other ground or termes of certainty, whereever they are dival- 
ged, is a thing out of your juriſdiftion, you cannot dilcerne or 
judge of it, therefore according to our word above, wee leave it as 
a parable unto you, as all the holy word of our God is, as your con- 
verſation in all points, as in this,daily declareth, _ 

In a word, when wee have to doe in your juriſdiftion, we know 
what it is toſubmic ro the wiſe diſpenſations of our God, when 
you have to doe amongſt us, in the liberties hee hath given unto-u8, 
weedoubr not, but you ſhall inde him judge amongſt us, beyond 

and above any cauſe or ching you can propoſe untoys; And let 
that ſuffice you,and know, that you cannot maincainea juriſdiQi- 
On, but you muſt reje& all inroades upon other mens priviledges, 
and fo doe wee, 

In themeanetime, wee ſhall (as wee thinke good) bee calling 0- 
yer againe ſome matters that you have taken up and had the han- 
dling ofthem amongſt you, to ſee what jultice or equity wee finde 
hath beene exerciſed in them, and redrefſe them accordingly: for 
wee profelle right unto all men,and not to doe any violence at all,as 
you in your preſcript- threaten todoeto us, for wee have learned 
how to diſcipline our children, or ſervants, without offering vio- 
lence unto them, even ſo doe wee know how to deale with our de- 
boift, 'rade, nay inhumane Neighbours, (or if you will, Ne) 

- withoatdoing violence, but rather rendring unto them that which . 


Not ſhall wee deprive a witnefle of hismodeft teſtimony for hs 
I W... outcr cs, 
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out-cries, and clamours of {uch & one avill bred apoſtatized 4rxenid 
that fellonious Hog-killer, being the partic tobce teſtified: againſt, 
or for the oath of any intereſted in thecauſe, norſhall wee bee 
forward to come lo farre, to finde your worke upon your requeſt, 
till wee know you to beare another minde, rhen others of your 
Neighbours doe, with whom wee have had to doe in this country, 
whoſe pretended and deviſed Lawes wee have tooped under, to the 
robbing and ſpoiling of our goods, the livelyhood of our wives 
and children, inngeOny had laboured, ( though groping. ia 
great darkeneſle ) to bring forth the truth, inthe rights and equi» 
ty of things, but finding them to bee acompany ot groſſediflem- 
bling hypocrites, that underthe pretence of Law and Religion, 
havedone nothing elſe, but gone about to eſtabliſh themſelves in 
wayes to maintaine their owne vicious luſts, wee- renounce their 
Diabolicall praftice, being ſuch as have denyed in their publique 
Courts, that the lawes of our Native Country ſhould bee named

yeares, which ſome (you ſay ) ſhall attaine anto, and unto the day 
of death for thereſt, You blinde guides, as your fathers have ever 
done, ſo doe yee, Behold wee ſay,” when ever hee appeareth,your 
houſe (which yee ſoglory in) ſhall bee left unto you deſolate, it ſhall 
be turned into-nething but deſolation and contuſion , for Babel is 
irs name; Norſhall you ſee him to your comfort in the glory of 
his kingdome, until! youcan ſay, Bleſſed is hee that commeth in 
the name of the Lord, when the authority and power of man. ap- 
peares to bee the building of Babe! unto you , and the name and 
authority of God onely, to bee that, wherein the bleſſing confiſts,

So thatif any any ſhall goe about todiſturbeor annoy us hence- 
forth in our imployments and liberties, which God hath, or ſhall 
putinto our hands, that can claiqe no interelt in us butby theſe 
courſes 3 what their buſinefſe is, wee know by proofe ſufficient, to 
bee nothing elſe but that ancient errand of Nimrod, that rebellious 
hunter after the precious life ; which errand of his ſhall bee no 
moredelivercd unto us in that covert cruelty, and diſſembling way 
of hypoccifie, but in dire& and open termes of tyrannie, wee will 
not bee dealt wich as before, wee ſpeake in the Name of ourGod, 
weewill not; Forif any (ball diſturb us, as above, ſecret hypc= 
crites ſhall become open Tyrants, and their lawes appears to 
bec nothing elſe but meer luſts in the eyes of all the world, 

And wherefore doe you murmure among your (elves at this 
aying, thinking it is not a Chriltian expreſſion? ic is becauſe you 
are ignorant of the crolle of our Lord Jeſus, not knowing, what it 
js: Therefore it is, thatwhile you inveigh againſt ſuch as ſet up a 
Statue of wood and (tone, to bow downeunto ir, and are fo vaine, 
a3 to croſſe the aire, (to uſe your owne expreſſion) upon the face of 
infants, when they ſprinklechem with water to as great purpole : 
And in the meane time you preach and ſetup Seghnirim for your 
crolſe, whom you fall downe unto ſa willingly, and leſt you let 
the word paſſe withoutexpoſttion of it unto all,ic ſignifies, Horrour 
and feare, which is the crofſe you hold and teach, and by and

O thegreatand honoured Idol Generall, now ſet upin the 

Maſſacbuſets, whoſe pretended equity in diftribution of Juſtice 
unto the ſoules and bodies of men, is nothing elſe but a meer device 
of man,according to the ancient cuftomes & ſleights of Satan,trans« 
forming himſelf into an angel of Light, to ſubject and make ſlaves 
of that ſpecies or kinde that God hath honoured with his owne 
Image, read Dan, 3.Chap, wherein (if it be not like Lots love unto 
the Sodomiter) you may lee, the viſageor countenance of the State, 
for wee know the ſound of all the muſick , from the higheſt note 
of wind-inſtruments, ſounding, or ſetup by the breath or voices 
of men, (to have dominion and rule as though there were no God 
in heaven or inearth but they, to doe right unto the ſonnes of 


- men)unto the loweſt tones of the ſtringed inſtruments, ſubje&ing 


themſelves to hand or skill of the deviſed miniſtrations of men, 
as though God had made man to bee a vaſſall to his owne ſpecies or 
kinde, for hee may as well bee a f{laveto his belly, and makeithis 
God, as to any thing that man can bring forth, yea, even in his 
beſt perfe&ion, who can i claimeto no title orterme of honour 
but what theduft, rottenneſſe, and putrefaion can affoord, for 
that of right belongeth ſolely to our Lord Chriſt.

But if you willcommuni- 
cate Juſtice and Government with that Indian, wee adviſe you to 
keep him amongſt your {elves , where hee, and yon may performe 
that worthy worke : Yet upon a better ground, wee can informe 


you, that hee may not expe former curteſies from us, for now by 
| your 
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- your Note, wee are reſolved of his breach of Covenant with us, in 
this his ſeeking and ſabjeAion unto you, which formerly hee hath 
alwayes denyed, tet him and you know therefore , ' that heeis to 
make other proviſion for his planting of corne hereafter, than up- 
on Mſbawom:t, for wee not harbour amongſt us any ſuch 
fawning, lying, and cadaverons perfon. as hee is, after knowledge 
of him, as now in part you have given unto us, onely hee ſhall have 
liberty ſufficientto take away his corne, habitation, or any of hig 
implements, ſo be it hee paſſe away in peace and quiet,which mighe 
- in no caſe bee admitted, if it were ſo that wee lived by blood, as 
you doe, either through incilion of the noſe , diviſion of the eare 
fromthe head, ſtigmatize upon the back, ſuffocation of the veines, 
through extremity of cold, by your baniſhments in the winter; or 
ſtrangled inthe fleſh wich a halter. But we know our courſe, pro- 
feſſing the kingd ome of God and his righteouſnefſe, renouncing 
that of darknefſe and the devill, wherein youdelight to truſt, for 
without the praftiſe of theſe things, you cannot kifſe your hand, 
blefſethe Idol, nor profefle your vowes and offerings to bee paid 
and performed. O yee generation of vipers, who hath fore-war- 
ned yon, or fore-ftalled your mindes with this, but Satan himſelfe, 
that the praticeof theſe things is to fly from the wrath to come; 
Whereas the very exerciſe and performance of them, is nothing elſe 
but the vengeance and wrath of God upon you already, in that 
mankind, ſo harmonically made in the Image of God, is in the 
exerciſes of the kingdome, become the torturer and tormentor, yea

malice that Satan can injeR, therefore wee ſuffer much, that in the 


perteQion and heighth of their plots, they may receive the greater 
gun ol L > Y may recer ul 
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rebuke and ſhame for their baſeneſſe, in the cies of all the world. 

To which end wee have not onely committed our condition une 
to writings, - but them alſo into the hands. and cuſtody of ſach 
friends, from whom they ſhall not bee taken by any, or by all the 
goyernments ot this Country, as formerly they have beene, that ſo 
our wrongs might not appeare therefore never pickea quarrel] 
againſt us in theſethings, for wee know all your ſtiles and devices, 
that being you now want ſuch as old malicious Arnauld, one of 
your low |tringed inſtruments, to exerciſe his idle amonglitus, and 
wee are void of your benedifion alſo, fprung out of the ſame ſtock 
to make rents and diviſions for you toenter to gaine honour anto 
yourſelves in baving patients to heale, though they lie never ſo 
long under your hands, your chirurgerie mult bee thought never 
the worſe.” Wanting theſe or ſach like of the Engliſh, to be- 
tray the liberties, God hath given'us into your hands, now you 

-  worke by your coadjutors,theſe accurſed Indians; but you are de- 
c««.- ceived inus, weare nct a Cope fitted for your fo eager appetite, no 
- ; Otherwiſe, then if you take it downe it ſball proveunto you a Cope 
of trembling, either making ycu vomit out your owne eternall 
ſhame, orelte to burſt in ſunder with your fellow confeflor for aire, 
Juda 1ſcariot. 

For Mr. Winthrop and his Copartner Parker, may not thinke to 
lay our purchaſed plantation to their ITland fo neere adjoyning, 
for they come too late in that point, though Bencdick hath report- 
ed that Myantonimo, one of the Sa:bims, of whom wee bought it, 
ſhould loſe his head for ſelling bis right thereof to us. 

Asalſo a miniſter affirmed that Mr. 1/7zthrop ſhould lay to kim, 
that wee ſhould either bee ſubjeted unto you, or elſe removed 
hence,though it ſhould colt Blowd. Know therefore, that our lives 
areſet apartalready for the caſe wee have in hand, ſo wee will Ioſe 
nothing but what is put apart aforchand, bethinke your ſelves 
therefore what you ſhould gaine by fetching of them, in caſe it were 
in your power, for our lofſe ſhoujd bee nothing atall. 

For wee are reſolved, that accordingas you put forth your ſelves 
towards us, ſo ſhall you finde ns transformed to aniwer you. If 
you put forth your hand to us as conntry-men, oursare in readi= 
nefſe for you: If you exerciſe the per, accordingly doe wee become 
aready writer, It your ſword bee drawne, ours is girt upon our 
chigh ; If you preſent a gun, make haſte to give the firlt fice : for we 

are 
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are come to put hire upon the earth, and it is our delire to have it 
ſpeedily kindled. 

For your purſuiteof us, till,to come your Courts, to receive 
your parcel|s of Juſtice, undoubtedly either God hath blinded your 
eyes that you ſee not our anſwer formerly given in that point, or 
elſe youare moſt audacious to urge it upon us againe; alſo you 
may take notice that wee takeic in more diſdaine then you could 
doe, in caſe we (hould importune you( yea) the chiete amonglt you, 
to come up to us, and beeemployed according to our pleaſure, in 
ſuch workes as wee thought good to ſet you about ; and for your

To feare therefore tocome among(t 
youas (uch as hayedone wrong,the cauſe vaniſheth in us,ſo muſt the 
ctte&t allo. And to feare to come unto you as tyrants, which your 
grant mult neceſſarily implies, wee cannot, knowing that hee which 
is with us, is ftronger then hee which is with you. 

Alfothe earth is the Lords and the fullneſſe thereof, and when, 
and where hee {ball call wee will goe, butnotat the will and luſt of 
ſorry men to play their parts with us at their pleaſure, as tormerly 
they have done, andas it is apparant. you delire to doe, for if your 
lults prevailed not over you inithat ktnde, you might well thinke 
that wee have better employments then to trot to the Maſſachuſets 
upon the report ofa lying Indian, or Englith either, as your faors 
and ordinary hacknics doe. 

But know this O yee—tthat ſo long as wee behave our ſelves as 
men, walking in the name of our God, where ever wee have occalion 
to come, if any mortall man whoſe breath is ia hisnoftrils, dares to 
call us into queſtion, wee dare to givean anſiver to him, or them, 
nor ſhall wee taile through God, to give teſtimony  even.in his con+ 
ſcience of the hope thag, is.in us, whether his queſtion may concerne 
the rice or ſucceſſion either of Prieſt or Peere, In the meanetime 
welitin ſafety under the cloudy pillar, while the Nations roare 
and make a noiſe about us, and though you may looke upon us 
with the qpaguirn of Eliabs ſervant, thinking us as nothing to 


thoſe that are againſt us, yet wherever the cloud relts, 7 _ 
ords, 
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Lords returne to themany thouſand of Iſrael. 

Tn that you _ freedome granted to come to you, takes a« 
way all exciſe from us, wee freely retort it upon your ſelves to 
to makeexcuſes, whoſe Lawesand vr with the ſoules and 
bodies of men, is nothingelſe but a conti art (like the horſe in 
the mill) ofaccufing and excuſing, which you doe by ci-cumſtan- 
ces and conjeRures, as all the fathers have done before you, the Di- 
viners and Necromancers of the world, who are gone to their owne 

lace and have their reward ; But forthe true nature, riſe, and di- 

ribution of things as they are indeed and ſhall remaine and abide 
aSalaw firme and ſtable forever, wee fay and can make it 4 
you know nothing at all, therefore ſuch as can delight themſelves 
in preaching, p ng,and executing of ſuch things, as muſt end 
as thebrute beaſts doe, nay take them away for preſent and they 
have loſt their honour, religion, as alſo their God let ſuch wee 
ſay, know themſelves to bee that beaſt and falſe prophet, no man of 
God at all, In the meane time wee Jooke not on the things that 
are ſcene, but on the things that are not ſeene, knowing the one are 
temporary, the other eternall- Nor doe wee thinke the better of 
any man for being inveſted into places orthings that will jn time 
waxe old as doth a garment, neicher judge we the worſe of any man 
for the want of them: for if we fhould we muſt condemne the Lord 
Chriſt, as ſo many doe at thisday, 

Wee demand when wee may expe ſome of you to cometous, 
toanfwerand give fatisfa&tion for ſome of theſe foule and inhu- 
mane wrongs you have done, not to the Indians, but to us your 
country*men: not to bring in a Catalogue, as we might, take this 
one particular abuſe youare now aCting; in that you aber, and 
backe theſe baſe Indians to abuſeſus. Indeed Pumbam js an aſpi- 
ring perſon, as becomes a Prince of his profeſſion,. for having crept 
into one of our neighbours houles, in the abſence ofthe people, and 
fellonienſly rifled the ſame,. kee was taken comming out againeat 
the Chimney-top3 Soccononeco allo hath entred inlike manner into 
one of our houſes vith divers of his compgnjons, and breaking 0» 
pen a cheſt, did fteale out divers parcels of gpods, ſome part where- 
of, as ſome of his companions have affirmed, are in his cuſtody at 
thistime. Yet weſtand {till ro ſee to what good ifſue you will bring 
your 'proceedings wjth theſe perſons, by whom yon are ſo hono- 
rably attended in the Court generall, as you call it, and would ho- 
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nour us alſo, to.come three or foureſcore miles to ſtand by yeu and 
them; weecould tell you alſo that icis nothing with theſe fellowes.

looke to bee upheld by you in whatever they doe, if you bee ſtronger 
then them which they have to deale withall, and they looke with 
the Gameeye your ſelves doe, thinking the. multitude will beare 
downe all, and/geddwade themſelves (as well asthey may) that you 
tolerateand maintaine them in other of theicdaily prattices, as ly- 
ing, Sabbath-breaking, taking of many wives, | Wang 25s 
and fornications, ſo you willdoealſo, intheir { Ns abuſing of 
our Children, and: the like, tor you. haxe your diltgent Jedgers

Now had theſe men returned a rationall anſwer, it might have 
been meet perhaps by a few marginal] Notes to have returned ſome 
ſhort Reply; but both theirLetters being fraught with little elſe 
then meer raylings, and reproachfull language, it may be ſufficient 
thus to preſent them in one view together, that ſo the wiſe and 
dent may take a taſte of their ſpirits, and learne from what hire it 
is that their tongues are thus highly inflamed. Tf our Courts and 
Magiſtrates had been in any thing to blame, what a faire and eaſie 
way had ic been to have firſt convinced them, before they had thus 
bitterly reviled them ; but thus to cut and ſhave, and caſt all this 
filth in their faces without proof or reaſon, argues a bold and in- 
ſolene ſpirit fitted to make combultions and confafions in the place 
where they live. If indeed the Magiftrates had given them any ſore 
provocations of returning ill Ianguage, there might have been ſome 
excuſe, but alaſſe, all the cauſe that can bee given of moſt of this 
ill language, is nothing but wricing friendly unto them, to ſend 
ſome from themſelves to clear up the differences between them and 
the Indians, and to ſhew their juſt title to the land they poſſeſſed : 
if they had kept chis flood within their owne bankes , or been bur 
moderate in revilings, it might have been winkt at , but to fly out 
into ſuch extremity on ſo ſmall provocation againit their betters, 
fo as to call them Idolls, blind- guides, deſpiſers, generation of vi- 
pers, ſuch as crucifie Chriſt, men that ſerve their owne laſts, hypo- 
crites, the ſeed of the Devill, Necromancers, mrs men that 
live by bloud , robbers and thieves, men withonr mercy, among _ 
whom Juſtice is dumbe, deliphting'm- the kingdome of darknefle 
_ andthedevill, like Herod and Pilate in adminiſtring Juſtice, whoſe 
eyes are dazled with envie, and care open to lies, liout —_—_—

fat with the lives of their brethren, &c. This is a notorious (lander, 
'Tis cruc that the Asſſuchn/ers new Plimouth, Coneetacut, and New- 
haven, | meane the feverall Colonies there entred into a civill com- 
bination, and are called by 'the name of the Vnited Colonies, and this 
was occaſioned by a generall conſpiracy of the Indians againſ the 
body of the Engliſh there feated,together with thediſtrafted condi- 
tion of Eng/and,trom whom we could expe@ no helpe at that time» 
But Mr. Gort9n and his company fell at that time into more then 
ordinary tamiliarity with the Nan»biggsnſet Indians,who were the 
principal contrivers of the Villany; who where they could not 
draw others to them by force or flattery, they did it by large 
gifts, &c. as I could prove by many teitimonies of the Indians, ma« 
ny hundred miles afunder trom each other, in which defigne had 
not the finger of God in much mercy prevented, I had beene the firſt 
nad fallen; which I torbeare to relate here, being what I now doe, is 
bur an anf{wer to his inveftive, 

Next in the ſame pag. hee tels us at his landing how bee found by 
Conntry men at great variance at Boſlon in point of Religion; But had 
not hee holpen to blow the bellowes the flame might never have 
beene fo great. And whereas hce ſaid that Mr, Williams was baniſh- 
ed thence for differing from us being a man of good report, @c, In anfwer, 
1. take totice, [ know thatMr, Williams (though a manlovely inhis 
carriage, and whom TI truſt the Lord will yet recall) held forth 
in thoſe times' the unlawfulneſſe of our Letters Patents from the King, 
&c. would not allow the Colour! of aw Nation, denyed the Jawfnl- 
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The tre cauſe of S. Gortons ſufferings in New-Engl. 
weſſe of « publique oath a being needleſſe to theS aint:1,and a propbanation of 
- eg, # tothewicked, &c. And truly 1 #8 heard bur 
he was dealt with for theſe and ſuch like points : howeverI am 
ſorry for the love I beare to him and his, I am forced to mention it, 
but God cals mee at this time to take off theſe aſperſions, 

In pgg- 3. hee mentions the proceedings of the aſſachuſets againſt 
Mr. Job Wheelwright &c. Had it beenethe will of God I would 
thoſe differences ha4 never beer: But the maine difference was about 
a Peticion by way of Remonltrance, which the Government tooke 
very offenſive: But Mr. Wreeiwright and they are reconciled, hee 
having given ſatisfa&ion, &c. In the ſame pag. hee wrongs the do- 
&rine of our Churches, which is well knowne to bee ſound. But 
whereas hee tels us in the {ame pag. of denying cohabitation, and 
of whippings, confinement, impriſonment, chaines, fines, baniſhment. 1 
confeſſe all theſe things befell him, and melt juſtly : for hee was 
bound to the good behaviour at Plimouth and brooke his bonds in 
the face of the Court, whipt and baniſhed 'at Roade Iſland for mu- 
tinie and ſedition in the open Court there: alfo at Providence as 
fa&ious there though his party grew greater then Mr, William) his 
better party, as appeares by his and their ſad letters to the Govern- 
ment of the Maſſachuſet for helpe and advice, and afterwards ba- 
niſbed the Mſſachoſets: all which appeares in another place of this 
booke, and the juſt cauſes of their proceedings annexed thereunto, 
Laſtly in thispag. heetels us of his bardſhip divers nights together, 
that himſelfc and the reſt of his mutinous companions, as Weekez, 
Holden, &e, endured, which wasjult with God and man,for extream 
evils mult have extreame r<medies, and yet tis well knowne tis not 
a full dayes journey from Roade Iſl 11:4 to Providence, And whereas 
a ſtranger would thiike hee was then forced to goe to Nazhipanſet- 
Bay amoneglt the Indians, hee went not from Providence till they 
wereas weary of thele \Jutineeres as either Plimonth or Roade Iſlind 
| had beene beforetHem. 

And becanſe hee often mentioneth "the hard meaſure hee received 
at Plimomtb,\till carrying it on as it difference in Religion had beene 
the ground of it: Ithought go here to givethe Reader to under» 
ttand what was the gronnd of h's croubles there, that ſo all men may 
know what Religion this nan is of : for the tree is beſt knowne by 
its fruite. T he firſt cemplaine hat came againſt him for which hee 
was brought. before authority, was by Mr. Ralph Srath a Miniſter, 
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The cauſe of S. Gortons ſaffering at Plymonth. 
who being of G-rtomr acquaintance received him with his family in« 
to his houſe, with much humanicy and Chriſtian reſpe&,promifing 
him as free ale of ic as himſelte, &c. but Mr. Gorton becomming 
troubleſome, ( after meanes uſed to remove the offences taken 
by Mr. Smith, but to no purpoſe, growing ſtill more infolent) Mr. 
Smith deſired him to provide elſewhere for himſelfe : but Gorton 
refaſed, ſaying, hee had as good intereſt in the houſeas Mr, Smith 
had. And when hee was brought before Anthoricy, ſtood ſtourly 
to maintaine it to our amaſement. But was ordered todepart and 
provide other wayes by a time appointed. And not long aftee 
there comming a woman of his acquaintance to Plimenth, divers 
came to the Governour with complaints againſt her, beinga ſtran- 
ger, for unworthy and offenſive fjeeches and carriages uſed by her. 
Whereupon theGovernour ſent to her to know herbuſinefle,&c.and 
commanded herdeparture, and ordered the Sea-man that broughs 
her, to returne her to the place from whence (hee came, at hisnext 
paſſagethither. But Gorton (aid ſhee ſhould not goe, for hee had 
occation to employ her, &c. Hereupon the Governour (itbeingia 
che time of a Court) ſent for him, and becanſe hee had hidde her, 
{tood in juſtification of his pratiſand refuſed co obey the command 
ofche Court (who ſeconded the Governours order,) He was com» 
mitted till hee could procure ſireties for his good behaviour till the 
nex: Court which was a generall Court, and there to anſwer to this 
contempt, The time being come and the Court ſet, Gorton was 
called ; But the Governour being wearied with ſpeech to other 
caules,r: queſted one of his Aſhiſtants who was preſent at his com- 
mitment and privy to the whole cauſe to declare the ſame. This 
Afſitant no ſooner ſtood up toſhew the Country the caule of his 
bonds in the great affront hce had given the Government, but Gor« 
tm ſtretching out his hand towards his face ſaid with a loud voice, 
If Satan will accuſe the bretbren, let bimcome downe from Jehoſpuabs 
right band and ſtand bere, And that done, in a ſeditious manner tur- 
ned himſelfe to the peopte and ſaid, with his armes ſpread abroad; 
Lee ſee good people bore yee ar: abuſed! Stand for your liberty, And let them 
not bee parties and judges , with many other opprobrious ſpeeches of 
that kinde. Hereupon divers Elders of Churches being preſent, de- 
firing leave of the Goyernour to ſpeake, complainingof his ſediti- 
ous carriage,andrequeſted theCourt not to ſuffer theſe abuſes, burto 


infli& condigne puniſhment, And ”- notwithſtanding all wee did 
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The canſe of Samuel Gortons ſuffering at Plimouth. 


tohim was bur to take the forfeiture of his forefaid bonds for his 
good behaviour. Nay being bur low and poorein his eſtate, wee 
tooke not aboveeight or ten pounds of ir, Iſt it might lie too heavy 
upon his wife and children. But he muſteither ger new ſureties for 
thebehaviourtill che next general] Court,or ſuch timeas he departed 
the Goverriment, or lic in priſon till hee could : now hee knowing 
his outragious paſſions which hee could nut reftraine, procured 
ſareties, but immediately left Plimouth and went to Roade Ind, 
where upon complaint of our perſecutions hee found preſent re- 

liefe there: yet ſoone afterward he abuſed them in a greater meaſure 

and had heavier yet too light a puniſhment inflifed on hingind all 

for breach of the civill peace and notorious contempt of Authority 

withour the leaſt mention of any points of Religion on the Govern- 

ments part,but as before, 

And whereas in pag. 4. Mr. Gorton further accuſeth us that they 

weredeprived and taken away from their quiet poſſeſſions, &c. Such 
was his carriage at Plimuth aud Providence at his firſt ſettling as 
neitherof the Governments durſt admit or receive him into cohabi- 
tation, but refuſed him as a pelt to all ſocieties. Againein the ſame 
pag. he acculeth Maſſachuſets and Plimowth to have denyed them to be 
in our Government, but when wee perceived the place to bee a reſmwge for 
ſuch as were oppreſſed tben, ec. 'Tis true that Plimanth gave way to 
Mr, Williams and his company to fit downe at Providence and have 
never moleſted them to this day, but refuſed Gorton and Weekes, eve. 
uponIeekes his follicitation when I was atPrevidence for the reaſons 
before mentioned,8&c.And forthoſe particular relations he makes of 
Robert Cole, William Arnold, and Benedit his ſonne, I wave, as 
not being ſo well acquainted with their caſes, but ſee hee writes 
with a venomous pen ; onely take notice he would make it a great 
crime in them to trade on the Sabbath (as itis) when himſelfe at 
that time denyed the ſanCtification of it. 

In pag. 5- hee complaines that powder was traded to the Indians 
and denyed tothem, Axſw, If itwere traded tothe Indians, for 
my part I approve it not, it being againſt the exprefſe law of the 
Country, and a large penalty annexed : but there was good reaſon 
co refuſe ittothem which held ſuch familiaricy with Malignanc 
Indians eſpecially during the time' of their confederacy againſt

In peg. 6. he ſpeakes as it hee had bene under ſome cenſure of the

1/ſſschuſets at the time of the warrant there by him ſpecified, how 
truly copied I know not : but am ſure at this time he was perſonal- 
ly under no cenſure of theirs. 

In peg. 7- hee accuſeth Magiſtrates and Miniſters for bringing in 
all che acculations that came in againſt them. Who bur publique per- 
ſons ſhould cake notice of publique infolencies? And as for Mr. 
Collens his ſtory I am a ſtranger to, but beleeve ic is rpilreported as 
well as others. 

Ia pag.$, hee manifeſts hee durſtnot live under a forraigne Prince, 
meaningthe Dutch, having never been falſe to his Kingand Coun- 
try, &c.- wich many ignorant (welling words, as it it were treaſon 
to ones Prince to live under a forraigne State though an Ally. And 
in the ſame pg. hee would lay the death of Miſtris Hxtchenſos who 
was mother in law to Mr, Collens, on us: although they went from 
Road Iſland which is not under the Maſſacbuſets where ſhee had li- 
ved ſome yeares after her remove trom the Baz, and not from the 
M3ſſachuſets to the Datch of her owne accord where they were cut 
off by the Indians. | 

In pag. 9. he ſhewes how they bought lands of Adyantonime Prince 
of thoſe parts. Anſw. 1. Hee was not the Prince of that part as 
was proved publiquely at Afaſſacbuſett himſelfe being preſent. 2a. He 
had no proper right in it, as is (hewed at large elſewhere. 

In the ſame pag. he beginneth a largeletter full of railing blaſphe- 
mies which conrtinueth to pag.3 1. and however it bee not exa&tly 
(er downe as it was ſent,yet I admire at Gods providence, for hee is 
falne into the ſnare he laid,this being brought again(t him to accnſe 
him of blaſphemy, before a Committee of Parliament, who called 
in his book,and reterred him to the Houſe, &c.but I forbeare to ſhew 
his folly here, which is referred to another place and his wicked- 
neſle diſcovered therein. 

In pag. 32. hee faith the Government of the 2sſſachuſets had no 
ſhew of any thing againſt them butReligion, and yetthe whole 
carried on in his owne way as well as what wee now print, ſhewes 
it was inthe right of two Indian Sxebims, namely Pumbam and So- 
cononeco, who placing themſelves under the protefion ofthe Mafſo- 
cbuſets complained of violence offered them by Mr, Gortenand his 
company , it being our manner both in Capitals and Criminals 
rodoe them the like juſtice wee doe one to another, wherein walk- 
ing by the ſame rules of cighteouſneſſe towards them, = 
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7s Divers ſeaudilow' actnſutions anſwered, 
have the lefſe cauſe to take offence at us. 

From pag.33. forward, are many Letters which I cannot beleeve 
al is in them,and therfore remais jealous of his fincerityin Printing 
chem. _ Phe 

In pag- 37. hee holds forth converſion to be the ground of the 
Mabe ſending to them, now to that end, ſaith hee, they ſent 
a Miniſter. *Tis true,there was a gracious young man one Mr. Fob. 
Bulky then a Student , but in no miniſtery, went to teach to the 
Company they ſent to guard their owne Commiſſioners, and to 
bring in Gorton if need required : but 1 dare not beleeve what hee 
affirmes. And for the Copy of a Letter hee fathers upon the Com- 
miſſioners ſent by the Government of the 2/sſſachuſetz I conclude 
'tis rather ſet downe upon memory then right, becauſe of ſome at- 
teſtations I have by me tomake uſe on elſewhere, which ſeeme to 
hold forth the contrary, and {ol doe not credit it. 

In pag- 38, & 39. hee relates how their wives were frighted at 

- mens preſenting their muskets at them,&c, and ſuffering ſuch hard- 
ſhips as occaſioned death, &c. Which mult alſo bee falle,for honeſt 
men have depoſed there was no ſuch preſentment, and that their 
wivescame freely and familiarly to them,both before and after the 
were taken, So alſo hee affirmes our men would allow of no par- 
ley but private, orelſe they would diſpatch them in a quarter of an 
houre, which I will never beleeve, becauſe I know the men to bee 
men fearing God, and durſt not proceed as hee relateth it. 

In pag. 40,8 41. he al(otaxeth che Commiſſioners and ſouldi. 
ers with breach of Covenants in time of treaty, as, breaking open 
their houſes, deths, killing their cattle, &c. All which is falſe, for oath 
is made to the contrary, which I ſhall make uſe of before m 
Lord of Warwick Governour in chiefe, and the reſt of the honou- 
rable Committee for foraign Plantations in duetime and place, that 

. whereas they were by agreement to have two houſes for their com- 
pany being about 40 men,they made uſe of but one,nor did any of 
theſe things laid to their charge. 

In pg.45. he would make Pumbam and Soconeneco, the naturall 
ſubjets of Ayantonime their Prince, but this was diſproved. And 
in the fame page, hefſaith, the Magiſtrates ſuggeſted to the people 
as though * were feare of ſome combination between the Indians and 
8hem, Anſw, T dare not ſay you had a hand in the depth of their 
conſpiracy : bur this I thinke you dare notdeny, that Weekes - 
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The ground of 4 war like ts enſue. 
of your ſtouteſt Champions, lent Adzentenimo an Armour,in which 
he was taken in battell againſt Vncw, who was under the | 
on of the Engliſh united Colonies: for which ym him to 
death;and in,your own book you hold forth more ty then 
becomes you. 

Bur here it will bee necefary for mee to ſhew you the ground of 
this warre. There was a p:ople called by the name of the Pecoets, 
being a ſtout warlike people, who had been at warre with the |N#- 
nobigganſet; many yeares, and were too ſtrong for ther; foalſo 
were they at ſome diltance of affetion with this VUncar , who was 
Sathim of a people called the MHobegans, neare the head of a River 
falleth into the ſea at Pecoar, The chiefe Sachim of this people of 
Pecoxt, was called T atobam, a ſtour man. The Nanobigganſits and 
theſe itrove who ſhould be greateſt, This T atobam envied the En- 
gliſh, and was the ficlt ſtirrer and contciver of this generall Plot, 
that they might all joyne together to deſtroy the Engliſh; but the 
Nanobigganſets refuſed to joyne with them, knowing if that'were 
once done, the next ruine mult be their owne. Afterward having 
ſubdued many ſmall peoples, and one as great as themſelves, and 
and ſome Engliſh planting more neare then the body of our Planta- 
tne ene without wrong to him, orany of them, hee cut off 
Captaine Store his Barke and Company, and after this killed divers 
{tragling Engliſh. This ſtirred up the Engliſh to take revenge : The 
N ano"igganſcts and VUncwus,Sachins of the Mobeges ſeeing this, becauſe 
it wasagainit their comon Enemy,offered their ſervice cojoyn with 
the Engliſh: the Nenobigganſets did no conliderable ſervice 1n com- 
variſon of the doheges, who did as much as could bee expetted,bur 
the Nanobiggauſets rather gathered up the ſpoile, to the great offence 
of the Engliſh and Aſobeges , ſeldome ingaging in any fight. The 
Engliſh killed and deſtroyed this people utterly, fo that thoſe that 
were left remaining utterly deſerted the Countrey, and the Engliſh 
wonne it, and are now pofleſſed of it. After this victory, Ayan- 
tonims Sacbim or Lord of the Nanobigganſets, and Uncw Lord of the 
Mohezer, manifefted no good blood towards each other, the En- 
gliſh at Harrford where the Government for Conectacet is held, hea- 
ring of it, got them together, and made a peace and threefold Co- 
venant between the Government of Coneetacut, Nanchigganſet , and 
Mobege, which was figned by the Governour of Coneetacut , A 
tonims Sachim of Nanobigganſct, and Vncws Sachim of —_— The 
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"The ground of aWarre like to enſut. 


Coveriants ranto this purpoſe, To conficme their League between 
the Engliſhand them, andeither ro other, and to hold forth -a 
league IE peace between rhem. And in caſe any diffe- 
rence ariſe between theſe two Indian Sachimy, or their peo« 
ple, the party offended ſhould complaine to the Governour of Co= 
neetacat, who was to mediate and to determine the controverſie be* 
tween his two friends and their people: Andin caſe the injury were 
great, and the party wronging would not ſtand to the foreſaid 
award and determination, then it ſhould not onely bee lawfull for 
the wronged to right himſelfeby force of Armes, but for the En-+ 
gliſhparty alſo to aflit the innocent in that kind. And to this they 
all frmcd as before. 

The Nanohigganſet Sachim never regarded this Covenant, the 
Mobege S achim ever faithfully obſerved it, But Afyantonimo of Na- 
nehigganſet had thoughts now to proſecute the Pecoats defigne , and 
to deſtroy the Evgliſh , (the Pecoets Nation being rooted out by 
Gods jult judgement as before) and travels farre and neare to draw 
all the Indians in the Countrey into this horrid confederacy with 
him ; but this Vncus would not bee wonne, though he would have 
taken his daughter in marriage, but ever acquainted the Engliſh 
with his working. At length an inferiour Sachim, ſubordinate to 
Nanobigganſet affconts him and his men, hee complaines to the En- 
gliſh, theyſend co this inferiour Sachim, hee {|cighrs their admoni- 
tion, goes on his courſe , whereupon the other demands leave to 
make warre'upon him, not requiring any aide, Still the Engiilh 
forewarne the other party of theevill they were like to bring upon 
themſelvesgtill at length they profeſſe cheyhave had peace enough,8% 
now itis time to war; Whereupon the Engliſh give way to Vacw to 
revenge himſelfe, he doth it; the other are beaten, Now yantonimo 
he prepares an Army of above 1000 men, and comes upon a ſud- 
denupon UVncwus without any reſpe& to Covenants, and took Uncus 
at advantage, not with above 300 men ; by which meanes they be- 
(et him every way in his Fort, which ſtands upon a point of Land 
between two Rivers. Adyantonims ſo diſperled his men to prevent 
their fiight, as Vncw making a deſperate alley with almoſt his full 
force, routed the other , ſlew neareupon an hundred, and forced |. 
them tofly : But Mr. Weckes one of Sammel Gortons company (as 1 
am credibly informed) lending the Great Sachim a complete Armor; 
and havingiton in the fight, was nor ableto fly ſo faſt as his gp 
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and was taken by this meanes, Yerſuch was Vncas reſpeRX fill to 
the Engliſh, as hee kept him till hteſent co the Engliſh, vis, tothe 
Right Wo: (hipfull George Fenwicke Eſquire,to know what he ſhould 
doe with him, who lived next to him , Hee wiſhed him co follow 
their owne, Cuſtome, and to deale with him, avif hee had, not-ad» 
viſed him, or.chere were no Engliſhin the land to adviſe with+ 
all.. Hereupon hee reſolved to have killed him forthwith, accors 
ding to their Cultome, But no ſooner were the Nanobigganſets got 
home, who had loſt divers Sachims, Captaines, and chiefemenia 
chis fight, but they ſend to Mr. Gortow, &c., who ſent a Noteto Un- 
«#1, wich a command by the bearer,that they put him notto death, 
but uſe kim kindly and returne him. This the Meſſenger cicher faid 
or they ſuppoſed came from the Maſſachyſcts Governour, and did 
much daunt Vncw and his men: butrocleare upall, they adviſed 
wich the Gent. of Concetacxt, who wilhed him to keep. him priſo« 
ner, and to adyiſe with the Commiſſioners of the United Cologies 
whereof they were part , whole mecting would bee ere-long by 
courſe at the Maſſachuſets:which counſel hee followed, and entrea- 
ted che Governour of Coneetacnt ( Myantonimo alſo deliring it )' to 
keep him ſafe for him till then, whereupon hee was brought to 
Hwriford: And many gifts were ſent to the priſoner; which hee 
beſtowed like himſelte, ſome on him that took him, ſome on Vncaw,

of him... And erepon Uncus went to Hariſard and. demanded 
is priſoner, and led him to an houſeof his owne, out of the li- 
mits of.rhe Eq ih, 'and there killed him , where, was an Engliſh

if Vncw brake it,we were then freed from our engagement to defend 
him any further, for they defired no more : And it the Nanobiggen- 
fets broke it, then ic ſhould be lawfull for us the United Colonies to 
cake part with him, 8c. But thetrach is, though before they had 
fo neareneighbours of the Engliſh, as Goren, &c. and till Myantc= 
_ nime*/ Government, as they were the moſt in number, and moſt 
bleof all the Indian:, yet now they werechanged, as if they 
ad not been the people, and had their Tutors, Secretaries, and 
romptors to ſuggeſt their greatneſſe and our weaknefſe tothem, as 
is Bobkwitneffeth, in ſuch manner as I am confident if the Gorte- 
ian (for I take the phraſe from his owne Book here, never hearing 
it before) bee ſuffered to live ſo neare them, it will bee our ruine, or 
theſe Indjan1(which we defire not)in ſhort time.

ſwer. Tis trnealſo that we ſent Mr,” obn Brown furniſhed with theſe 
tollowing inſtruftion co (ignifeto- all that were interefſed in that 
new ereted Government as followeth by Commiſſion given at'! 
New-Plimouth, Nov. $. 1644, '"LICR} 

1. That agreat part of their ſuppoſed Gyvernment is within the line of ' 
th: Government of New-Plirnouth, i 

2, That wee afſuredly knew that this ever to bee bonwnured Houſe of P arliis ' 
ament would not, nor will when they ſhall kyow of it, take from us the moſt 
ancient Plantation, aviy part of the line of our Government formerly granted, 
it being contrary to their Principles, 

3. To forbid them and all and every of them to exerciſe any anthority or 
power of Government within the limits of our Letters Patents, | 

4. Tocertifie them that Coweeſet is not onely within the ſaid limits, 
bat that the Sachim thereof andhis ſmmes bave taken protefF:on of this our 
Government. And therefore to forbid them to cuter npon any part of bus or 
their lands withoet due order and leave from our Government. | 

Now theſe inſtruftions were ſigned by the Governonr. ' And Mr. 
Browne going to Roade Iſland for this end came very ſeaſonable 
when a publique meeting was appointed for your new Magiſtrates 
and people,(but as he reported,tor a moſt vile end, viz.to take into ' 
conſideration a new —_— of rhe lands formerly given out, as if 
ſome had too much andſome too little,and for no reſpe& of perſons, 
and their eſtates was to bee aid afide.) And here note that Mr. Cod- 
dington, Mr. Brinton, &c. that we at Plimowth had ſpeciall eye to, 
when wee commended them rhither,abhorred their concſe, abſtain» 
ed from their meetings, looked upon themſelves as perſons in great 
danger, and bemoaned their condition to divers their friends, being 
row overwhelmed with cares and feares what would bee the iffue 
of things. And nere that now alſo Mr, Szuwel Gortowthat before 
had ſuffered fo mach by authority for his evill doing, and was 
come todeny it and preach againſt ic , being inow by theſe Inhabi- 
tantscalled to place, accepts it, and became a Magiſtrate 
them, &c, But whereas hee intimates, as if Mr. Browne had onely 
done his meflage SE to his inſtraQions) in a private way 
from houſe to houſe, therein hee him :' for heedid irpub- 
liquely in the place of their Aſſembly, who were ſo daunted at it as, 
they brake up, and did noa@ intended for that day , as hee rela» 
ted it: but ſome would have had _ imprifoned;others pn 
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others ſent tothe Dntch and fo for 'England. Yea Mr. Gorton hime 
(clfe told Mr. Brownes ſonne that his father had done that which he 
deſerved to die for, and were hee in any other place it would ccft 
him his life. So fit for Government were theſe men, as toJudge a 
peaceable claime of right without any further diſturbanceor flirre 
made ſhould thus deſerve, Neither indeed have wee 'further ftirred 
then as before, ever reſolving to reſt in the determination of the 
honourable the Governour in chiefe and the reſt of bis ho- 
nourable Aſſitants of that Committee bee truſted with the affaires 
of the Forraigne Engliſh Plantations, affuring our ſelves what ever 
mighe proceed either from miſinformation ©r7 want of due know- 
ledge what was formerly done, would bee rcCtified upon the firſt in- 
formation and complaint made: Such were our thoughts of 
them, and the juſtice wee expeRed, and til} hope to receive from 
them. And thas much for anſwerto that complaint. 
In pog. 92. Helayerh ancther groffe aſperſion upon us,in ſaying, 
T here was diſtance and alienation of affetion betweeve Plimouth and 1 
Maſſachulſers at their fir ſt comming, each thinking I am holier then thew: 
and #s if wee were now wnited os purpoſe to ſcatter them. The world 
knowes this to bee molt falſe. Never people agreed better, main- 
taining both religious and civill Communion with cachother, and 
helping and being helpfull one to anotherjupon all occaſions: which 
is ſo well knowne, as if hee had net more then ordinary boldneſſe 
hee durſt notaffirme-it. Nor came the men of Plimmib*from Ams 
flerdam as hee reporteth but Leyden, a people that many of that 
Church of Amſterdam would hardly allow communion withall: 
but his pen isno flaunder, atleait will not bee where this anſwer 
ſhall follow it. And for his relation of the manner of the Indians 
mourning for their Prince his death; Truely had heedyed a na- 
turall death, *cis their manner not onely ſo to monrne for their 
great Sacbims which are Princes, but for ordinary men, wo men and 
children as hee well knoweth or might know. | 
In pag-93-He farther complaines uf Plimeuth and Haſſachuſets for 
offering to goe out againſt the Nanobiggan/ers to cutthem off by the 
ſword. And ſo: complaines[alſo of Captaine Standiſh &re, Anjſw. 
L.cold you before how the Commiſſioners for the United Colonies 
meeting at Heriford by courſe, whoſe meeting 'alwayes begins the 
firlt Thurſday in Septemb, (ent for both the Nanobiggenſets and 
Unc, who appeared, and a league agreed on : but the Nowobig- 
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#3 broke againe, and warred upon Vacw necdleſly. The Uni- 
are admoniſhed them —_— and againe : and after no 
admonition nor perſwaſions would ſerve, wee were then forced 
to call the.Commiſſioners together at an extraordinary ſeaſon on 
purpoſe, who finding it meet to take up Armes in the behalfe of 
Vacw our Confederate, whom by the agreement of the Nanobigo «:/. 
gonſer ſundry times, at divers meetings wee were bound, and 

t was made lawfull to doe. Hereupon the Commiſſioners a- 
greeing as before, ſent oue their Warrants | to their ſeverall 
and ſpeciall Governments, and accordingly Forces were raiſed 
at a dayes warning. But before this, 1n ſtead of hearkening 
to righteous Counſel], they threatened allo the Engliſh, Gaying, 
they would make heapes of our dead bodies and cattle, as high 
as their houſes, burne our habitations, make ſpoile of our 
oods, and uſed our Mefſengers very diſcurteoufly , &c. And 
_ Captaine Standiſh, this I heard him relate, that being at 
the place of Rendezvouze, before the Mafſachuſets Forces came, 
obſerving that ſome of the Inhabitants of Providence received 
the Indians into their houſes familiarly, who had put themſelyes 
alſo into a poſture of Armes, and the place withina mileof Secxnch 
or Rheboboth where Captaine Standiſh lay ; hee ſent to Providence, 
and required them to lay afide their neutralicy, and either declare 
themſelves on the one {ide or other: For the warre being once 
begun, hee would not beare with their carriage in entertaining,fur» 
niſhing, and relieving the common enemy,but would diſarm them, 
&c, And whether neceſſity put him nor upon this courſe, or noglet 
the Reader judge. | 

And for the five hundred pound, 'tis true their hearts fayled to 
ſee Plymouth Forces appeare, and Maſſachyſ. both Horſe and Foot 
upon their march on the on? fide their Countrey,under Mr. Edw, 
Gibbons who was choſen Generall of the United Colonies, with 
the help of Wooſamequiz,whoſe conſtancy to Phmonth is wel known, 
and Pambam and Sceonenoco with reference to M:ſſacbufets with all 
their men, attending the Engliſh word of command. And on the 
other fide their Countrey the forces of Concctacur and Newhaven, 
with all the ſtrength of Vacw, waiting but for the word from the 
Commiſſioners to fall on, Now I ſay they were daunrted eſpecially 
becauſe it came ſo ſuddenly upon them, wanting Mr. Gorten and his 

friends who were not yer come; Hereupon they reſolvedta goto the 
M. 3 Comes 
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Commiſſioners to Mafſacbuſ. and compound, and did ligne new 
Articles to pbſerve the peace not onely with the United Colonies 
but wich Uncue, Woſameguin, Pumbam , and Socononeco, and 0» 
the? oy Conftdatares; including all the Engliſh in the land, 6 
make ſarisfaRionfor'yrongs to Yacw, and to pay five hundred 
58 to the united Colonies, for the charge they put us to,which 

ndeed wpnld not neate make it good,if they had paid it; but as 
atot rg now, notwithſtanding their Hoſtages, they abuſed 
As 7, fiſt ſen ing falſe perſons » ſcondly, breaking all other 
thelr Covenants, and cameat laſt toa reſolution , they would ra- 
ther givethe money (which is a Beade,as current as coin in all that 
part of Amrrica, of their owne making) to the Mowhakesat once,to 
cut us off, then to pay itaccording to Covenant, 

Andthus contrary to my reſolution, I fee a neceſſity of more 
largeanfiversthenT intended; and indeed otherwiſe I ſhould ſpeak 
riddles, and not fatisfie the Reader, Although were it an Hiſtory, 
I have many remarkable pafſages which here for brevity ſake I muſt 
omlt. ' And If any rhionk wee doeneedleſly ingage in the troubles 
berweene the Indizaw? 1, Lerthem know if weeſhould not here 
and there keepe cqrreſpondency with ſome of them, they would 
ſooge joyne all rogether againſt us. 2. The quarrall betweene 
Uncus and Nanohigganſet , aroſe upon his cleaving tous: For the 

t Sachim Myantonimo would haye marryed Vncw daughrer,and 

ince Peſach that ſucceeded him would have marryedWooſamequins 
daughter, andall in policy to take them off from us ; ſo that in- 
deed wee ire neceſſitated toit. And 3. wearenot out of hope in 
time to bring them to the knowJedge of Jeſus Chriſt , as will ap- 
peare by a ſmall Treatiſe of that kinde, Butthis one thing I deſire 
the Reager to take notice of, that when that great Prince AMyanto- 
nimo hee ſo much admires, had offered violence ro Wooſamequin(who 
was under the proteRjon of Plymouth) and mifling his perſon , re- 
turned onely with the plunder of his goods: Upon Worſamequins 
complaint to P/ymonth , that Government alone, irbeing beforethe 
Lfnion, ept.Caprain Stendiſþ with a few men, not above 20. who 
ſent a meſſage over the} Pay of Salt water which parts Foſa- 
mequin from them, Either ty make reſtitytion of bis goods ſo mjurionſly 
fakev,or elſe to expel} bin to fetch them with avergeance to their coft, Here- 

n they ſent over every —— that could bee demanded, even 


to a woodden diſh, and falved up all againe ; but this was before 
| any 


Falſe Dotvine falfly charged agen our Miniſters, ' 
any malignant Engliſh ſate down ſo neare them, and heldcounſel! 
with then), before they had violated our perfons to them, reported 
us to bee baſe and low, oat of favour with the King and State, Yc. 
things very unworthy, sbominable to be named,but that indefen» 
ding the abuſed Governments of the #4 am fotced ro dang 
ſuch ſtrokes at theſe proud and turbulent enemies of the Countrey. 

Next in paz. 94+ that hee relateth of Mr. W:iansy viz the mef- 
ſengers taking him with them chat were ſent to the Nanobigganſets, 
in that troubleſome time, viz. being oxe caſt out of the Church( Mr.Cot- 
ton ſhould preach) It ws all oneto taky: counſell-of .4 witch, and ghat 
thoſe that did it were worthy to die. Upon which Mr. Wilbowr ome of 
the meſſengers was ready to die, ſaith hee, for feare bee ſhould bave been 
banged. T his I cannot belecevefor theſe two Reaſons: 1+» Becauſe 
all men that know Mr. Cotton, know his moderation, wiſdome and 
piety to bee fach, as ſuch an expreſſion was not like to drop from 
him. 2, The ſtricteſt Government in New-Expl. that I know,takes 
no advantage in the law at a mans perſon for being excommunica- 
ted; inſomuch agif he have an office, he holds it nevertheleſſe, and 
this,I know praftiſed,and therefore his relation unlike. But thac 
theMeſlengers were dire&ed to another for their interpreter Iknow, 
and that ſome took offence at their;praRiſe I know alſo, burupon 
different grounds, which I forbeare to mention, being now to 
anſwer Mr.Gorton, and not Mr. Williams, 

In p22. 93. which is the laſt page in his Booke that ſhall need to 
ma ke an{wer to, and the thing hee there brings againſt us is an an» 
{wer to a doQtrine one of their wives ſhould heare delivered at Maſe 
ſachuſets when ſhee came to viſit them, from Aaith. 24, 29, and al 
hncing to Hebr. 12. 26, 37. briefly this doQtrine there delivered, 
fſpould make the dofirine of the Apoſtles and the Churches in their times to 
bee tt dar kneſſ'. That the Miniitery of the Apoſtles was and ſhould be re- 
moved, &c. which I defire the Reader to turne to; but bee affured 
through Gods mercy, by meanes of the late Biſhop of Canterburies 
perſecutions of the godly here, wee are {o excellently farni- 
ſhed with ſhining Lights of the Goſpel, as no ſuch blaſphemous 
traſh as this could bee there delivered , and ſo many able hearers, 
as if it ſhould have been delivered by any, the Lord with-drawing 
his preſence from him, it would have been forthwith excepted a= 


gainit and publiſhed to the world. But Iam confident if ſuch a 


thing were there heard, it waseither from one of their' owne com» 
pany 
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. pany, or diſciples made by them. And therefore I will by 
the anſwer alſo, as notconcerning any difference between him and 
us, andſo the reſtof his writings to that end, and could with that 
Nareifſus-like hee werenot ſo much in love with his owne fhadow, 
leſt it his ruine ; there needing no other matter againſt him 
then his owne words and writings to render him odious to the 
State here,as well as to New-England from whence he came. 


N D now that I have finiſhed what I conceive necefſary con- 

cerning Mr. Gortons ſcandalous and flanderous Bookes, let me 
brietly anſwer ſome obje&ions that I ofcen meet withall againſt the 
Country of New-Exgleand. The firſt that I meet with is, concer- 
ning the riſe and foundation of our New-Exgland Plantations; It 
being alledged (though upon a great miſtake by a late Writer) that 
divition or diſagreement in the Church of Leyden, was the occafi- 
on, nay cauſe of the firſt Plantation in New-E&ngland, for faith the 
Author, or to this effe&t,when they could no longer agree together, 
the one part went to New-Exgland, and began the Plantation at 
Plymonth, which he makes the mother, as it were, of the reft of the 
Churches, as if the foundation of our New-Englend Plantations 
had been laid upondivilion or (eparation, then which nothing is 
moreuntrue: For I perſwade my felfe, never people npon earth 
lived more lovingly together, and parted more ſweetly then wee 
the Church at Lydendid, not rzſhly in a diſtrated humour, bne 
upon joynt and ſerious delib:ration , often ſecking the minde of 
God by faſtiggand prayer, whoſe gracious preſence we not onely 
found with us, but his bleſſing upon us from that time to this in- 
ſtant, to the indignation of our adverſaries, the admiration of 
ſtrangers, and theexceeding conſolation of our ſelves, to ſee ſuch 
effets of ourprayers and teares before our pilgrimage here bee en- 
ded. And therefore briefly take notice of the true caule of it. 

"Tis true,that rhat poor perſecuted flock of Chrilt,by the malice 
and power of the late Hierarchy were d:iven to L:yden in Holland, 
there to beare witneſfſe in their praiſe to the Kingly Office of 
Chriſt Jeſus in his Church: and there lived together ten yeares 
under the United States, with much peace and liberty : But our 
Reverend Paſtor Mr. Fobn Robinſon of late memory, and our grave 
Elder Mr. Filliem Brewfer, (now both at reſt with the Lord) con- 
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fidering among many other inconveniences, how hard the Couns 
try was where we lived, how many ſpent their eſtate in it, and were 
forced to return tor England ; how; grievous to live from under the 

rote&ton of the State of England ; kow like wee were'to loſe our 
hn e, and ourname of Engliſh z how little good wee did, -or 
were lik: to do to the Dutch in reforming the Sabbath , how una- 
ble there to give ſuch education to our children, as wee our ſelves 
had received, &c. They, Ifay, outof their Chriſtian care of the 
flock of Chriit committed to them conceived, if Godwould bee 
pleaſ-d to diſcover ſome place unto us (chough in America) and 
give us {o much favour with the King and State of England, as t0 
have their protecton there, where wee might enjoy the like liberty, 
and where the Lord favouring our endeavours by his blefling, wee 
might exemplarily ſh:w our tender Country-men by gur example 
( a9 lefTe burthened chen our ſelves) where they might” live, and 
comfortably fubfiit and enjoy the like liberties wich us, being 
freed from Ancichrciltian bondage , keep their names and Nation, 
and nut onely bee a meanes to enlarge the Dominions of our State, 
but the Church of Chriltalſo, it the Lord havea people amongtt 
the Natives whither hee (bould bring ut, &c. Heeby in their 
grave Wiſdomes they thought wee might more gloritie God, doe 
more good to our Countrey, better provide for our polterity, and 
live to be more refreſhed by our labours, then ever wee could doe in 
Holland where we were. 
| Now chele their private thoughts upon mature deliberation 
they imparted to the Brethren of the Congregation, which after 
Tauch private diſcuſhon came to publike agitation, till at the length 
the Lord was ſolemnly (oughtin the Congregation by faſting and 
prayer todire&t us, who moving our hearts more and mare to the 
worke, wee ſent ſome of good abilities over into England to ſee 
what favour or acceptance ſuch a thing might finde with the King, 
Theſe allo found God going along with them, and got Sir Edwin 
S.ds a religious Gentleman then living, ro ſtirreinit, who procu- 
red Sir Robert N awnton then principall Secretary of State to King 
F mes of famous memory, to move his Majeſty by a private moti- 
on to give way to ſuck a people ( who cauld not fo comfortably 
live under che Government of another State) to enjoy their liberty 
of Conſcience under his gracious prote&ion in Americas, where 
they would endeavour the ANTS of his Majeſties Domini 
Ong, *

ons, and the enlargement of the Goſpel by all due meanes, This 
his Majeſty ſaid wasa good and honeſt motion, and acking what 
profits might ariſe in the part wee intended (for our eye was upon 
the moſt Northern parts of Virginia) was anſwered, Fiſhing. To 
which hee replyed with his ordinary affeveration, So Grd have my 
Soule *tis an honeit Trade, "twas the Aprſtics owne calling , thc, 
But afterwards he told Sir Robert Namwnten, (who took all occaſions 
to further it) that we ſhould confer wich the Biſhops of Canter- 
bury and Land, &c. Whereupon wee were adviſed to perſiſt up- 
on his firſt approbation, and not to entangle our ſelves with them. 
which cauſed our Agents to repair to the Virginia Company,who 
in their Court demanded our ends of going; which being 
related , they ſaid the thing was of God, and granted a large 
Patent, and one of them lent us 3001, gratis for three yeares,which 
was repaid, 
Our Apents returning, wee further ſought the Lord by a pub- 
lique and ſolemn Faſt, for his gracious guidance, And hereupon 
wee came to this reſolution, that ir was belt for one part of the 
Church to goe atfirit, and the other to ſtay, viz. the youngeſt and 
ſtrongelt part togoe. Secondly, they that went ſhould ya. offer 
themſelves. Thirdly, if the major part went, the Paſtor to goe with 
them, if not, the Elder onely. Fourthly, if the Lord ſhould 
frowne upon our proceedings, then thoſe that went to returne, and 
the Brethren that remained ſtil] there, to aſſiſt and bee helpfull ro 
them, butif God ſhonld bee pleaſed to favour them that went, then 
they alſo ſhould endeavour to helpe over ſuch as were poore and 
ancient,and willing to come; theſe things being agreed, the major 
part ſtayed, and the Paſtor with them for the preſent , but all in» 
rended (except a very few, who had rather wee would have ſtayed 
to follow after. The minor part, with Mr. Brewſter their Elder, 
reſÞlved to enter upon this great work(bur take notice the difference 
of number was not great;)And whenthe Ship was ready to carry us 
away, the Brethren that ftayed having againe ſolemnly ſought the 
Lord with us, and for us,and we further engaging our ſelves mutu- 
ally as before; they, I fay, that ſtayed ar Leyden feaſted us that were 
to goe at our Paſtors houſe being large > where wee refreſhed our 
ſelves after our teares, with ſinging of Pſalmes , making joytull 
melody in our hearts, as well as with the voice, there being many 
of the Congregation very expert in Mulick; and indeed ir _ 
[ 
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the fiveeteſt melody that ever mine eares heard, After this they 
accompanyed us to Delpbr Haven, where wee were to , 
and there teaſted us againe; and after prayer performed by our 
Paſtor, where a flood of teares was poured out, they Ins 
us to the Ship, but were not able to ſpeake one to another for the 
abundance of ſorrow to part: but wee onely going aboard (the Ship 
lying to the Key) and ready to fet ſayle, the winde being faire) wee 
gave them a volley of (mall ſhot, and three peeces of Ordinance, 
and fo lifting up our hands to eachother, and our hearts for each 
other to the Lord our God, we departed , and found his preſence 
with us in the midſt of our manifold firaits hee carryed ustho- 
row. And if any doubt this relation, the Datch, as I heare, ac 
Delpbs Haven preſervethe memory of jt to this day, and will inform 
chem. 

Bur falling with Cape Cod which is in New-England, and 
ſtanding to the Southward for the place wee intended , wee mer 
with many dangers, and the Mariners put back into the Harbour 
of the Cape, which was the 11. of Nevember, 1620. where 
conlidering Winter was come, the Seas dangerous, the ſeaſon 
cold, the winds high, and being well furniſhed tor a Plantation, we 
entered upon diſcovery, and ſetled at Plymouth, where God being 
pleaſed to preſerve and enable us, wee that went,were ata Thou- 
{and pounds charge in ſending for our Brethren that were behinde, 
and in providing there for them till they could reapea crop of their 
owne labours, And ſo good Reader, I have given thee a true and 
fairhfull account, though very briefe, of our proceedings,wherein 
thou ſceſt how a late Writer , and thoſe that informed ' have 
wronged ourenterpriſe, And truly what I have written, is far ſhort 
of what it was,omicting for brevity ſake many circumſtances,as the 
large offers the Dtch offered us,cither to haveremoved into Zealand, 
and there lived with them: or if we would go on ſuch adventures, to 
goe under them to Hudſons River ( where they have ſince a great 
plantation, &c.) and how they would freely have tranſported us, 
and furniſhed every family wich cattle, &c. Alſo the Engliſh Mer- 
chants thatjoyned with us in this ition, whom wee fince 
bought out, which is fitter for an Hifſtory , then an anſwer to 
ſach an ObjeRion,(& I truſt will be accompliſhed in good time.)By 
all which the Reader may ſee there was no-breach between us thas 
went,and the brethren that ſtayed, but ſuch love ag indeed is ſeldome 
foaundonearth. N 2 And 
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And forthe many plantations that come cver to us upon notice 
of Gods bleſſing upon us, whereas *cis falfly ſaid, they tocke P1:- 
mouth for their prelident as faſt as they cawe, *Tis trucI confelle 
that ſome ofthe chiefe of them adviſed with us ( comming over 
to be freed from rhe burthenſome ceremonies then impoſed in Eng- 
land) how they ſhould doe to fall upon a right platforme of 
wor(hip,and deſired to that end {ince God had honoured us to lay 
the foundation of a Common-weale,and to ſettle a Church in ir,to 
ſhew them whereupon our praQice was gron::ded, and it they 
found upon due ſearch it was buile upon the Word, they ſhould be 
willing to take up what was of God, We accordingly ſhewed them 
the Primitive praftice for our warrant, taken out of the Atts of the 
Apoltles, and che Epiſtles written to the ſeveral] Churches by the 

faid Apoltles together with the Commandements of Chriſt the 
Lord in the Goſpell, and other our warrants jfor every particular 
wee did from the booke of God. Which being by them well weigh- 
ed and conſidered, they alſo entred into Covenant with God and 
one with another to walke inall his wayes revealed, or as they 
ſhould bee made knowne unto them, and to worſhip him according 
-£o his will revealed in his written word onely, &c. So that here 
alſo thou maiſt ſee they ſet not the Church at Plimouth be fore them 
for example, butthe Primitive Churches were andare their and our 
mutuall patternes and examples, which are onely worthy to be {ol- 
lowed, having the bleſſed Apoltles amongit them which were ſent 
immediately by Chriſt himſelfe and enabled and guided by the un- 
erring Spirit of God, | And truly this is a patternefit to be fol- 
lowed of all that feare God, and no man or mento bee followed 
further then they follow Chriilt and them. 

Having thus briefly ſhewed that the foundation of our New- Ex- 
gland Plantations was not laid upen Schiſme, diviſion, or Separati- 
on, but upon love, peace, and holinefle ; yea, ſuch loveand mutuall 
care of the Church of Leyden for the ſpreading of the Goſpel, the 
welfare of each other, and their poſteritics to ſucceeding generati» 
ons, as is ſeldome found oncarth : And having (heed alſo that the 
Primitive Churches arethe onely pattern which the Charches of 
Chriſt in New- England have in their eye, not following Luther, Cal= 
vin, Knoxe, Ainſworth, Robinſon, Amies, or any other, further then 
they follow Chriltand his Apoſtles; 1 am earneſtly requeſted to 
cleareup another grolſe miltake which cauſed many, and Rill doth, 
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to judge the harder of New-&ngland, and the Churches there, be- 
cauſe (lay they ) T be Church of Plymouth which went firſt from Leyden, 
were Schiſmaticks, Browniſt:, rigid Separatiſtry &e. baving Mr. Ro- 
binſon for their P ſtor, wi made, and to the Laſt proſe. d ſeparation from 
other the Churches of Chriſt, &c. And the reſt of the Charches in New- 
E»luind bolding communion with that Church, are to bes reputed ſuch as 
they are. 

"For an wer to this aſperſton, Firlt, he that knew Mr. Robinſon, 
either by his Doftrine daily taught, of hath read his Apology pub» 
liſhed not long before his death,or ew the praftiſeot that Church 
of Chrilt under his government,or was acquainted with the whole 
ſome ccunſell he gavethat part of the Charch which went for News 
Exgland at their departure and afterward,might cafily reſolve the 
doubt,and take off the aſper{i9n. 

For his DoQtrine, 1 living three yeares under his Miniſtery,before 
we beganthe workeof Plantation in NewsEngland; It was alwayes 
againlt ſeparation from any the Churches oft Chrilt, profeſſing and 
holdingcommunion both wirh the French and Dutch Churches,yea, 
rendering it to the Scots allo , as I ſhall make appeare more par- 
ticularly anon. Ever holding forth how wary perfons ought to bee 
in ſeparating froma Church, and that till Chriſt the Lord departed 
wholly fronyit, man __— not to leave it, onely to beare witneſſe 
againlt the corruption that was init. But if any objeR, he ſepara- 
ted from the Church of England, and wrote largely againſt it; I ac= 
knowledge hee wrote largely againſt it, bur yet ler me tell you, hee 
allowed hearing the godly Miniſters preach and pray in rhe publick 
Aſſ.mblies; yea, hee allowed private communion not onely with 
them, bur all that were faichfull in Chriſt Jeſus in the Kingdome 
andel{ewhere upon all occaſions; yea, honored them for the power, 
of godlinefſe above all other the profeſſors of Religion in the 
world, nay, I may truly fay, his ſpirit cleaved unto them, being ſo 
well acquainted with.the integrity of their hearts, and care to walke 
blamelelſe in their lives, which-was no ſmall motiveto himto per- 
ſwade us to remove from Holland, where wee might probably not 
onely continue Exg/if, but have and maintain ſuch ſweer communi-. 
on With thegodly of chat Nation, as throngh Gods great mercy-we: 

enjoy this day. 

*Tis true, I confefſe he was more rigid in his courſe and way at. 
ficit, then towards his latter end; > his ſtudy was .yeace _—_— 
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ſo far as might agree with faith and a good conſcience;and for ſchiſn: 

and diviſion, there was nothing in the world more hatefull ts him: 
But for the government of the Church of England, as it was in the 
Epiſcopall way,the Licurgy and ſtinted prayers of the Church then, 
yea, the conſtitution ofit as Nationall,and ſo conſequently the cor- 
rupt communion of the unworthy with the worthy receivers of the 
Lords Supper, theſe things were never approved of him , but wic- 
neſſed againſt to his death,and are by the Cnnrch over which he was 
to thisday, And if the Lord would be pleaſed to ſtic up the hearts 
of thoſe, in whom(under him) the power of Reformation lies, ra 
reform that abuſe, thata diſtin&ion might once be put between the 
precious and the vile,particular Churches might be gathered by the 
powerfull preaching of the Word, thoſe onely admitted into com- 
munion, whoſe hearts the Lord perſwades to ſubmit unto the Iron 
rod ofthe Goſpe!, O how (ſweet then would the communion of the 
Churchesbe ! How thorow the Reformation! How eafie would 
the differences be reconciled between the Presbyterian and Indepen- 
dent way.! How would the God of peace which commandeth love 
and good agreement ſmile upon this Nation ! How would the ſubtle 
underminers of it be diſappointed, and the faithful] provoked to 
fing ſongs of raiſe and thankſpiving ! Nay, how would the God 
of order be glorified in ſuch orderly walking of the Saints 1 And 
as they have fought together for the liberties of the Kingdome, Ec. 
cleſialticall and Civill; ſo may they joyn together inthe preſervation 
ofthem (which otherwiſe, *cis to be feared will not long continue) 
and in the praiſes of our God who hath been ſo good to-his poore 
diſtreſſed ones, whom he hath delivered, and whom he will deliver 
out of all their troubles, But I have made too great adigreflion,and 
mult return. 

In the next place T ſhould ſpeak of Mr, Robinſons Apology, where- 
in be maketh a briefedefence againſt many adverſaries, 8&c. Bur be- 
cauſe it is both in Latine and E-ngliſh,of ſmall price, and eafic to bee 
had, I ſball forbeare to write of it, and onely reterthe Reader to it, 
for the differences between his congregation, and other the Refor- 
med Churches. 

The next thing I would have the Reader take notice of, is, tha 
however the church of Leydez differed in ſome particulars, yet made 
no Schiſme or ſeparation from the Reformed Churches , but held 
communion with them occaſionally:For we ever placed a large'diffe- 
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rence between thoſe that grounded their praiſe upon the Word of 
God(tho differing from us in the expoſition or noma pom. ofit) 
and thoſe that hated ſach Reformers and Reformation, and went 
on in Antichriſtian oppoſition to it, and perſecution of it, asthe late 
Lord Biſhops did, who would not in deed and truth(whatever their 
pretences were)that Chrilt ſhould rule over them, Butasthey often 
ltcerched out their hands againit the ſaints; ſo God hath withered 
the Arm of their power, thrown them down from their high & lof- 
ty ſeats, and ſlain thechiefe of their perſons, as well as the Hierar- 
chy, that he might become an exampleto all thoſe that riſe againſt 
God in his Sabbath, in the preaching of his Word, in his Saints, in 
the purity of his Ordinances. And I heartily defire that others may 
heare and feare withall. 
As for the Dutch, it was uſuall for our Members that underſtood 
the Janguage, and lived in, or occaſionally came over to London, to 
communicate with them, as one Fobn Ferny a Brewer long did, his 
wife and family, &c. and without any offence to the Church : So 
alſo for any that had occation to travell into any other part of the 
Netherlands they daily did the like: And our Paſtor Mr,Robinſon in 
the time when Arminianiſme prevailed ſo much, 'at the requeſt of 
the moſt Orthodox Nivines, as Poliander, Feſtus, Homlius, &e, dif- 
pated daily againſt Epiſcopiws(inthe Academy at Leyden)and others 
the grand champions of that error,and had as good reſpe& amongſt 
them, as any of theic own Divines; Inſomuch as when God took 
him away from them and us by death,the Univerſity, and Miniſters 
of the City accompanied him to his grave withall their accuſtomed 
ſolemnities; bewayling the great lofſe that not onely that particular 
Church had, whereot he was Paſtor; but ſume of the chief of them 
ſadly affirmed, that all the Churches of Chrift ſuſtained a lofſe by 
the death of that worthy Inſtrument of rhe Goſpel. Icouldinftance 
alſo divers of their members that underſtood the Evglit tongue,and 
betook themſelves to the communion of our Church, went with us 
to New-England, as Gedbert Godberiſon, &e, Yea,at this very inſtant, 
anothercalled Afoſe: Symonſon , becanſe a child of one that was in 
communion with the Du:cb Church at Leyden, - is admitted into 
Church-fellowſhip at Plymouth in New-E&ngland,and his children al- 
ſo ro Baptiſm,as wel as our own,and other Datch alſo in communi» 
on at Salem,&c. | 
And for the French Churches thas we held, and do hold commu- 
rlon 
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nion with them, take notice of our praftiſe at Leyden, viz. that one 
$ anuel T erry was received from the French Church there, into com» 
munion with us; alſo the wife' of Francis Cooke being a Falloone, 
holds communion with the Church at P/ymoxth, as ſhe came from 
the French,to this day, by vertue of communion of Churches, There 
is alſo one PhilipDelanoy _— of French parents,came to us from Ley- 
den to New-Plymauth,who comming to age of diſcerning, demanded 
alſo communion with us,$& proving himſelt to be come of ſuch pa» 
rents as.were in ful communion with che French Churches,was here 
upon admitted by the Church of P/ymoth;and after upon his remo- 
val of habiration toD#xbwrrow where M.Ra/ph Partridge is Paſtor of 
the Chkurch;and upon Letters of recommendation from the Church 
at Plymonth, hee was allo admitted into tellowſhip with the Church 
at Duxburrow, being hx miles diltant from Phmorth, and fo I dare 
fay,if his occalionslead.him,may from Church to church chrovgh- 

out New-England, For thetruth is,the Datch and French Churches 

either of them being a people diltin& trom the world, and gathered 

into an holy communion, and not Nationall Churches, nay,fo far 

from ic, as I verily beleeve the t1xch pe: ſon is not of che Church, the 

difference is ſo ſmall (it moderately pondered, berween them: and 

us)as we dare not for the world deny communion with them. 

And for the Chucch of Scotland, however wee have had leait oc- 
caſion offered to hold communion wich them ; yer thus much I can 
anddoe attirme, that a godly Divize comming over to Leyden in 
Holl2nd, where a Booke was printed, 4nno 1619, as | take it, ſhewing 
the nullicy of Perth Aſſembled, whom we judged rg bee the Author 
of it, and hidden in Ho#and tor a {calon to avoid the rape of thoſe 
evill times (whoſe name I have forgatten;) This man being very 
converſant with.our Paſtor Mr. Robinſon, and uling ro come to hear 
him on the Sabbath, after Sermon ended, the Church bring to par= 
take in the Lords Supper, this Miniſter, ſtood up and deiired hee 
might, without offence, tay and ſee the manner of his adminiitra- 
tion,/and our participation in that Ordinance; To which our Pu- 
ſtor anſwered in theſe very words, or to this effet, Reverend Sir, 
you may not onely ſtay to behold wr, but part.k; with us, if y us pleaſe, for

The Miniſter alfo replyed to this purpoſe , if not alſo in theſame 
words z T hat for bis part hee could comfortably paytake with the Church, 
and willingly would,but that it #s poſſible ſome of bis brethren of Scotland

might take off oxce at bis af, which he defired to avoid in regard ofthe 
opinion the Engliſh Churches which they held communion withall 
had of us; However he rendered thanks to Mr, Rebinſes , and defi- 
red in that reſpe& to be onely a ofus, Theſe I was 
carneltly requeſted to publiſh to the world by fome of the godly Pres» 
byterian party, who apprehend the world to bee ignorant:of our 
RE , conceiving in charity that if chey had beet knowne, 
ſome lateWriters and Preachers would never have written and ſpoke 
ofus as theydid, and itill doe as they have occafion? Burt what they 
ignorantly judge, write, or ſpeak of us,[ trult the Lord -in mercy wil 


In the nextplace, for the wholſome counſell Mr. Robinſon gave 
that part of the Church whereof he was Paſtor, at their departure 
from him to begin the great worke of Plantation in New-Englazd, 
amongſt other wholſome In{truftions and Exhortations, hee uſed 
theſe expreſſions, or to the ſame purpoſe ; We are now ere long to 

aſunder , and the Lord kaoweth whether ever ke ſhould livers 
Ro in:but whether the Lord had appointed it or not, he 
charged utGetore God and his blefſed Angels,to follow him no tur- 


o 
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ther then he followed Chriſt, Andif God ſhould reveal-any thing 


to us by any other-inltrument of -his, to be as ready to receive it, "a5 
ever where to receive any truth by his Miniſtery > For hewas ve+ 
xy confidentthe Lord had moretruch and light yet to bocake forth 
outof his holy Word. He: took occaſion alſo miſerably to bewaile 
the ſtateand condition of the Reformed Churches, who were come 
to a petiod' in Religion, and/would goeno- further then the in» 
ftrumentsoftheir Reformation : As for exainple,the Latbcraw they 
could notbedrawne to goe beyond what Luther ſaw, tor whatever 
part of Gods will he had further imparted and revealed to Calvin, 
they will rather die chen embrace it. And fo alſo,faith he,you ſee the 
ares ny EI ep left them : - A milery porvy bee la- 
mented ; For though they were precious ſhining lighes in their 
times:, yer God had not revealed his whole willto them: And 
were they now living, faith hee, they would bee as ready and 
willingto.embrace further light, as that they had received, Here 
alſo.he pat usin mind of onr Church-Covenant(atleaſt ——_—— 
it)whereby wee promiſe and covenant with/Ged and one withano- 
ther; td receive whatſoever light or truth ſhall be made known toas 
> C——— Cv ...._," 
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wereceived for truth, and well to examine and compare, and weigh 
it with other Scoipuures of cructh, before we received it ; For, faith 
he, It35-n0t pofſible the Chriſtian world ſpould come jo I ntely ont of ſuch 
thick Antichriſtian darkpeſſe, and that full perfection of kn whage ſb. uld 
breake forth at once. | 

Another thing hee commended to us , war, that wee ſhou!d uſe 
all meanes to avoid and tbake off the name of Browniſt, being a meer 
nick-name and brand to make Religion odious, and the profeffors 
of it to the Chriſtian world ; and to that end, ſaid hee, I ſhould be 
glad if ſome godly Miniſter would goe over with you, or come to 
you, before my comming ; For, ſaid hee, there will bee no difference 
between the unconformable Miniſters and you , when they come 
to the praiſe of the Ordinances out of the Kingdome:- And fo 
adviſed us by all meanes to endeavour to cloſe with the godly part 
of the Kingdome of England,and rather to ſtudy union then divit- 
on; viz, how-neare we might poſſibly, withoutlin cloſe with them, 
then inthe leaſt meaſure to afte&divilion or ſeparation from them. 
And benot loath to take another Paſtor or Teacher, faith hee, for 
that flock that hath two ſhepheards is not indangered þ but ſecured 
by it. Many other things there wereof great” and weighty conſe- 

ce which he commended to us, but.thele chings I thought good 
to relate, at the requelt of ſome well-willers tothe peace and good 
agreement of the godly, (ſo diſtrafted at preſent abour the ſectli 
of Church-government inthe __ of England) that fo bot 
fides may truly ſce what this poor deſpiſed Church of Chriſt now 
at New-Plymowth in New-Eng/and,but formerly at Leyden in Holland, 
was andis; how farthey were and {ill are from ſeparation from 
the Churches of Chriſt, elpecially thoſe that are Reſormed, 

*Tis true, we profeſſe and deſire to-praftile a ſeparation from the 
world,& the works of the world, which are works ofthe fleſh, ſuch 
as the Apoſtle ſpeaketh of, Epheſ;5,19,20,21. 4 Cor.6.9,10,11.. and 
Epbeſ.2.11,32. Andas the Churches of Chriſt are all Saints by 
calling, ſo wedeſiretoſee the grace of Godfhining forth (at- leaſt 
ſeemingly, leaving-ſecret things to Godin all we admit intochurch 
fellowſhip with us, & to keep off ſachas openly wallow in themiire 
of their fins, that neither the boly chings of God, nontho commu- 
nion of the Saints maybe leavened or |  Adif any

quired no ſuch things at, their hands, but only to hold forth faith 
in Chriſt Jeſus, holinefſe in the feare of God , and ſubwiſſion ta 
every Ordinance and appointment of God, leaving the Church 
of England to themiſelves,and to the Lord before whom they ſhould 
ſtand or fall, -and to whom wee ought to pray to reforme what was 
amifſe amongſt them, Now this Reformation we havelived to ſee 
performed and brought about by the mighty power of God, this 
day in a good meaſure, and I hope the Lotd Jeſts will perfe& his 
work of Reformation, till all be according to the good pleaſure of 
his will. By all which 1 defire the Reader to take notice of 
our former and preſent praftiſe notwithſtanding all the injuri- 
ous and. ſcandalous taunting reports are paſſed on us., And if 
theſe. things will not (atisfie , bur wee muſt till ſuffer reproach 
and others for our ſakes , becaule they and. wee thus ;walke,, 
our praiſe being for ought wee know , wholly grounded on 
the written Word , without any addition,or humane invention 
Knowne to us , taking our patterne from the Primigive Char- 
ches, as they were regulated by the gee Apoſtles in, the 
owne dayes, who were taught and inltruded by the Lf Jo 
ſus Chriſt, and had the unerring and all-knowing Spirit of God 
to bring to their remembrance the things they had heard: I fay,if 
wee mult {till offer (ich reproach,notwithſtanding our charity tor

fome doubts which did ariſe in the Country: I ſay hee comming 
the laſt heting of the Aſſembly which was adjourned to the eighth of 
Fane next, was in all meckneſſe and love requeſted to bee prelbg and 
hold forth his light hee wentby in baptizing all that were brought 
to him,hereby waving thepraWiſe of theCharghes, which he promi»

by all which will eafily appeare how wee are here wronged by ma»
